The people of neither country 
want to go to war, he said, and 
only blundering leadership could 
bring about another conflict. 

He called on both Russia and 
ne United States to realize that 
neither can dictate the terms of 
peace and that “there is no place 
for the ‘take it or leave it’ atti- 
tude.” 

His speech was for a gathering 
of the Variety Clubs, International, 
in receiving the 1946 award from 
this organization of people in the 
entertainment field, presented an- 
nually to some person “who has 
helped make this world a better 
world.” 

Byrnes’s speech and the presen- 
tation of the award actually took 
place privately here on Thursday. 
At that time the entire affair was 
filmed for the showing to the 
‘Variety Clubs dinner tonight in 


Hollywood. 

It was Byrnes’s first major pub- 
lic pronouncement on foreign pol- 
icy since he turned over his office 
to Gen. George C. Marshall early 
this year, although the former 
Secretary has testified at the 
Capitol on the Italian peace treaty. 


In saying that great powers 
should not be too stub in 
their de Byrnes ed 
that in this imperfect world 
there is no perfect peace.” He 
urged that the people of the 
United States “not demand per- 
fectionism.“ 

Calling on the Allied powers to 
“negotiate with each other on 
terms of equality,” he said: “They 
are not called upon to sacrifice 
fundamental principles but they 
are called upon to make bbe de- 
cisions as to what are q ions 
of principles and what are ques- 
tions of policy.” 0 

(Secretary Marshall, returning 
from the Moscow conference of 
foreign ministers, blamed its fail- 


ure to write German and Austrian 


peace treaties on the Russians and 
said: “We must not compromise 
on great principles in order to 
achieve agreement for agree- 
ment’s sake. At the same time, 
we must sincerely try to under- 
stand the point of view of those 
with whom we differ.”) 


The former Secretary was intro- 
duced by Chief Justice Vinson who 
said of Byrnes: “He has taught 
us the wisdom of firmness and 
patience in the pursuit of peace 
and the well-being of common 
folks.”

In an exclusive interview, ob- 
tained through an exchange of 
cables between London and Ath- 
ens, Maximos replied frankly to

view: 


1, Greece must strengthen its 
Military forces to restore nor- 
mal conditions through the 
country and “to face external. 
aggression.” 

2. Greece feels that the evi- 
dence indicates there is an ap- 
parent concerted action against 
its territorial integrity and its 
political stability. 

3. He expects effective results 
from the current offensive 
against Greek guerrillas soon 
“unless new reinforcements are 
given to the rebels from out- 
side,” 

4. Greece maintains her claim 
to northern Epirus area of Al- 
bania and seeks slight rectifi- 
cation of her border with Bul- 
Faria. 

Food Situation, Outlook. 

The text of the questions and 
Maximos’s replies follows: 

Question: What is the food situ- 
ation in Greece and what is the 
general outlook for the coming 
winter? 

Answer: The food situation in 
Greece improved considerably dur- 
ing last year. This improvement 
was due to UNRRA’s assistance, 
to the disposal of an important 
part of our stocks in foreign ex- 
change for import of foodstuffs 
and to an exceptionally good har- 
vest. Under these circumstances 
‘an average of 2000 calories per 
day had been secured for the pop- 
ulation, „ 

But since the first month of this 
year conditions became worse as 
UNRRA’s help was interrupted 
and stocks exhausted and also on 
account of restrictions imposed on 
our imports through lack of for- 
eign exchange. Lately an impor- 
tant increase in the prices of food 


Supplies is noticed. The percent- 


‘age of calories decreased consid- 
erably with particularly unfavor- 
able repercussion as to the chil- 
dren’s feeding program. 

Weather conditions have caused 
a considerable decrease of agrar- 
lan production. This year’s crop 
is expected to be from 35 to 40 per 
cent lower than last year’s so the 
deficit in prain, will increase to 
more than 250,000 tons compared 
to last year’s yield. 

As far as we can foresee the 
harvests of other local agrarian 
products will be equally unfavor- 
able. In view of these facts, next 
winter’s food situation could hard- 
ly be expected to be flourishing. 
Only strong stimulation of the 
country can prevent a worsening 
of now. existing bad conditions. 


Clothing, Housing Health. 


Q..What conditions prevail gen- 
erally from the clothing, housing 
and health standpoints? 

A. Clothing conditions: Im- 
mediately after liberation, the 
people suffered much under tragic 
clothing conditions.

10 years later, when public opinion 
has grown sufficiently strong to 
be effective, will do.

There 
has been more responsiveness to 
public opinion, less arrogant 
disregard of the public welfare 
and attention to private inter- 
est, more serious and studious 
application to the problems pre- 
sented to it, and a greater in- 
dication of an earnest desire on

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)—

TRYING TO KILL OFF 
PARK DANDELIONS, 
GIVE LAWNS BREAK 


Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes, whose bumper crops of 
dandelions in recent years have 
been the subject of controversy, 
has been experimenting secretly 
for the last week with new chem- 
ical methods of eliminating the 


plant from public parks, he re- 
vealed yesterday. 


For the last four days, park di- 
vision employes have been spray- 


ing selected areas of Forest Park 
with a chemical solution, which, 
it is asserted, will destroy dande- 
lions without harming the grass. 
The effect of the chemical is slow, 
Baumes said, usually requiring 
about 10 to 12 days to kill the dan- 
delion plants, After four days, the 
dandelions have shown signs of 
withering in spite of weather con- 
ditions most favorable for their 
development, Baumes said. 


The disappearance of the acres 
of the plant from* along Lindell 
boulevard will displease certain 
passersby who a ‘few years ago 
wrote Baumes extolling the beau- 
ties of the waves of yellow flow- 
ers and cottony seed-pods, but will 
be a source of pleasure to the resi- 
dents across the street who com- 
plained that their well-groomed 
lawns were being taken over by 
dandelions growing from seeds 
wafted over from the park. 


Baumes is watching the reac- 
tion of the chemical interestedly. 
“If it works,” he said with some 
feeling, “the Twelfth street side 
of City Hall lawn, which gives me 
most grief, gets it next.” 


U.S. SCIENTISTS WORKING 
ON ‘RADIOACTIVE CLOUD’ 


Described by Glenn Martin as 
Potentially More Dangerous 
Than Atomic Bomb, 


WASHINGTQN, May 17 (UP)— 
Glenn L. Martin, Baltimore plane 
manufacturer, said today by way 
of illustrating the constant de- 
velopment of air weapons, that 
United States scientists are work- 
ing on a “radioactive cloud” po- 
tentially more dangerous than the 
fatomic bomb. 

He said the cloud is not an ex- 
plosive but would be laid down by 
aircraft from great heights. He 
warned that “it may boomerang” 
because it would drift with the 
wind, once set free in the air, and 
could blow back on American 
troops, 


which averaged less than 0.5 per-

Physician Says She Suf- 
fers From Tired Heart, 
But Patient Is ‘Much 
Better’ After Arrival of 
Son. 


GRANDVIEW, Mo., May 17 
(AB)—President Truman ignored 
a driving rainstorm, winds and 
an official warning that _tor- 
nadoes might develop near his 
landing field today to fly to the 


bedside of his gravely ill 94-year- 
old mother. 
His mother, Mrs. Martha Tru- 
man, who had been recuperating 
from a fractured hip, suffered a 
relapse in the early morning. Miss 
Mary Jane Truman, the Presi- 
dent’s sister, telephoned him at 
the White House at dawn urging 
him to come to Grandview im- 
mediately, 

On his arrival, the President 
was told by Brig. Gen. Wallace 
Graham, his personal physician, 
that his mother’s heart was grow- 
ing weaker. He added that Mrs. 
Truman was not in pain and that 
she knew her condition. 

Mrs. Truman, heartened by her 
son’s presence, was reported 
“much better” tonight. 

“Mother Truman is stronger, 
she is talking stronger and feel- 
ing much better,” Gen. Graham 
told reporters, i 

Earlier, Gen, Graham had said 
that Mrs. Truman was suffering 
from a tired heart and that her 
condition was very serious, 
Awake When President Arrives. 

His mother was awake when 
Truman walked into the bedroom. 
He smiled down at the gray-haired 
woman whose illness had brought 
him “back home” on four previous 
flying trips. She brightened im- 
mediately. 

The President said his mother 
was making “a terrific uphill 
fight” in her battle for life. 
Mother Truman’s struggle for 
recovery has brought telegrams 
of hope from all parts of the coun- 
try. 

Truman canceled plans for a 
White House ceremony Monday 
for the signing of the $400,000,000 
Greek-Turkish aid bill in order to 
be with his mother. He has 10 
days in which to sign it. 

As the President landed at the 
Grandview airport, the Kansas 
City weather bureau was broad- 
casting warnings of possible tor- 
nadoes in the area. 

Immediately after landing in 
his private plane, the Sacred 
Cow, the President hurried to his 
mother’s bedside carrying a box 
of red roses and white snapdrag- 
ons.

Two prominent Republicans, 
both members of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Labor and Public Wel- 
fare, have given the Post-Dispatch 
their divergent views on the bill 
which the Senate approved Tues- 
day by a vote of 68 to 24, a ma- 
jority large enough to override a 
presidential veto. 
They are tall, bushy-haired 
Senator Joseph H. Ball of Minne- 
sota, who favors. more stringent 
regulation of organized labor than 
provided in the Senate bill, and 
slight, dapper, moustached Sena- 
tor Wayne Morse of Oregon, who 
not only voted ainst the bill 
but announced that it was so dis- 
tasteful to him thatthe would vote 
to sustain a veto. \ 


Senator Ball’s Views. 

What sort of bill is likely to 
come out of the conference com- 
mittee and are the Republicans 
and Democrats playing politics“ 
with labor legislation? 

Senator Ball, one of the Senate 
conferees, frankly acknowledged 
that there was politics in the han- 
dling of the bill. 

“You can’t keep an issue this 
big out of politics,” he said to 
the Post-Dispatch, “On our side, 
however, there was no attempt 
to put the President on the spot. 
If the President had really 
wanted constructive labor legis- 
lation we would have co-oper- 
ated with him, The initiative 
was up to him and he could 
have called us into a confer- 
ence,” f

Department of Agriculture Says Severe Win- 


ter Cut Europe’s 


Outlook Is Better.

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The world food supply for the 
coming crop year will be little, if 
any, larger than in the current 
year, despite widespread efforts to 
boost production, the Department 
of Agriculture said tonight. 

A severe winter, extensive 
floods and labor shortages re- 
duced the acreage of winter food 
grains below that of a year ago in 
western Europe, scene of recent 
outbreaks of unrest over food 
shortages. 

Only a small part of this acre- 
age loss. will be made up by spring 
grain plantings. However, there 
probably will be larger acreages 
of sugar beets, potatoes and feed 
grains, and-a further recovery in 
the output of livestock products. 

The department said prospec- 
tive declines in food grain pro- 
duction in several importing coun. 
tries may be offset by increased 
production in the principal ex- 
porting countries, notably the 
United States and Canada, 

Some increase 18 likely, the 
agency said, in this year’s produc- 


tion of food fats and gils as well 
as of sugar and potatoes, but the 


— 


supply of all these commodities 
will continue below prewar 
figures. 

The department said rice crops 
in several of the major producing 
areas have not yet been planted, 
but current indications are that 
production, particularly in the sur- 
plus producing areas of south- 
eastern Asia, will continue below 
prewar levels. A continued rice 
shortage is expected in the 1947- 
48 consumption year. 

The department said financing 
and transporting of supplies may 
be a major problem in getting 
supplies to shortage areas in the 
year ahead. 

The department said that with 
progress in reconversion and the 
reconstruction of war devastated 
areas, foreign countries should be- 
come able to pay for a larger 
amount of their imports through 
the export of goods and services. 

The department said the 1947 
crop outlook in Russia appears to 
be better than last year. It pre 
dicted that Japan will require 
larger imports than this year, duc 
mainly to the natural increase in 
population plus repatriates.

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WAHLGREN SAYS 
HE SUGGESTED

FROM HIS OFFICE 


Presumed Statement on 
Controls for Cincinnati 
Group Would Be Taken 
at Weather Bureau, He 
Asserts. 


Meteorologist Marry F. Wahl- 


gren had suggested that a Cincin-| 


mati group opposing certain pro- 
visions of a smoke ordinance 
there obtain a deposition from a 
member of his staff, but pre- 


sumed the sworn statement would 

be taken here in the Weather 
Bureau offices, he told the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday. 

Instead, William C. Drapier, a 
bureau employe, signed the notar- 
ized letter, containing criticism of 
the effectiveness of St. Louis 
smoke elimination, and it was 
used to oppose provisions of the 
Cincinnati ordinance, which be- 
came effective recently. Steno- 
graphic and notary fees were paid 
by Richard F. Wood, executive 
secretary of the Solid Fuel Insti- 
tute. 

W. M. Foley, an attorney and 
chairman of the law committee 
of the Clean Air Committee of 
Greater Cincinnati, told the 
Post-Dispatch that his group had 
requested Wahlgren to send Dra- 
pier to that city to testify at.a 
hearing before the law commit- 
tee and city council. 


Suggested Deposition. 

Wahlgren declined to send Dra- 
pier, Foley said, because of the 
manpower shortage in his office, 
but in a letter suggested that the 
committee “take a deposition from 
Mr. Drapier or others in our of- 
fice in position to give said depo- 
sition.” 0 

Wahlgren's letter to Foley con- 
tinued? “I trust the suggestion 
made will meet with your ap- 
proval and I want you to know 
that we will be glad to co-oper- 
ate in every way possible in fur- 
nishing of information desired.” 

“I took Wahlgren at his word,” 

Foley said, “and asked Drapier 
for a deposition, which he sent 
. We merely followed Wahl- 
@gren's suggestion. This is still a 
*¥ree country and Drapier as well 
anyone else is entitled to make 
aa statement of opinion, which is 
pel the sworn letter amounted to. 
1 Doubt Miracle.“ 
“We know a lot of people in St. 
„Louis think a miracle has been 
performed there by clearing up 
»emoke in the air,” Foley said, but 
"we don't think so. We went to 
Drapier, the man who observed 
*@moke conditions for years, to get 
the facts.” 

“When I wrote to Foley,” Wahl- 
gren said, “my thought was that 
“they would come here and take 
deposition in our office. Dra- 
“pier’s action was unofficial in 
every way, shape and form. He 
should have obtained approval of 
his statement before sending it 
along.” 4 : 

Wahlgren was out of the city 
at. the time it was written, he 
said, but Arthur A. Rausch, as- 
sistant meteorologist, was in 

charge. Rausch said he knew 
* nothing about the letter. 

Used 2 Hearing. 

It was used by Foley’s commit- 
tee at a hearing, before the Cin- 
cinnati city council on a provi- 
sion of the proposed anti-smoke 
ordinance which provided that 
coal with a volatile content above 
28 per cent covld not be used. 

When che city council adopted 
the ordinance last March 5, that 
provision was in it. A portion of 
tke ordinance became effective 
there last April 4 and the re- 
mainder of it will become effec- 
tive June 1. 

“Drapier was merely stating his 
own opinion about the smoke con- 
ditions here,“ Wood said. He 
drew his conclusions from Weath- 
er Bureau data and there was 
nothing false about them. He 
came to me with his penciled 
notes and we went to a public 
stenographer to have them put in 
the right form. I helped him at 
the request of a friend in Cincin- 
nati.” 

Wood Cites Stand. 

In a statement yesterday Wood 
said: “I have never opposed any 
part of the St. Louis smoke ordi- 
mance at any time, with e ex- 
ception of the clause barring’ IIli- 
nois coal.” Wood ‘added that he 
had worked with former Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann and several 
administration committees during 
the fight on smoke. 

Wahlgren said his attention was 
called to the letter by James H. 
Carter, city smoke commissioner, 
who heard about it from a vis- 
itor from Detroit, who came here 
to learn about this city’s success 
in eliminating smoke. 

Last Wednesday, Carter wrote 
to Foley in Cincinnati, informing 
him that Drapier’s letter to the 
law committee had “received wide 
circulation in Detroit.” After call- 
ing attention to the “erroneous 
conclusions” drawn by Drapier, 
Carter asked that the committee 
“refrain from its further circula- 
tion.”

‘Faust’ Arouses Best Response 
Of Operas Given by Metropolitan 


Season Closes With Work in Which Dorothy 
Kirsten Has Role of Marguerite 
Total Attendance of 36,000.

HE Metropolitan Opera Com- 
T pany concluded its St. Louis 

engagement last night with a 
performance of Gounod’s “Faust” 
that was thoroughly proficient 
and occasionally illuminated by 
the glow of a seemingly spon- 
taneous inspiration. 
The audience of approximately 
9000 that heard the performance 
was more responsive than at any 
other of the five operas in the 
series. This was a tribute to the 
dispatch with which the produc- 
tion was handled. It also showed 
that Gounod knew his theater. 
The varied attractions of 
“Faust” are fargely on the sur- 
face but it has its moments in 
which a fine and searching ten- 
derness can be realized. These 
elements in the opera were con- 
vyed with consummat delicacy by 
Dorothy Kirsten, the young Amer- 
ican soprano, who so successfully 
portrayed the role of Marguerite, 
Her conception and execution 
were in the best traditions estab- 
lished by her innumerable and 
celebrated predecessors. At the 
same time it was subtly person- 
alized. Her voice had Nghtness 
of texture, a liquid flow and a 
supple responsivéness and she 
employed it with an unvarying 
precision, 
Her singing of the “King of 
Thule” aria and the ‘Jewel Song” 
had the finished quality of an art 
that concealed the means whereby 
such ‘seeming spontaneity was 
achieved, Her stage demeanor was 
graceful; her gestures discreetly 
controlled; and her appearance 
was that of the ideally conceived 
heroine of Goethe’s poem, 
Robert Merrill in the role of 
Valentin Was again in wonderful 
form and excited one of the gen- 
uine ovations of the evening with 
his “Bravest Heart” aria in the 
first act. Og 
Nicola Moscana was an impres- 
sive, if somewhat conventional, 
Mephistopheles, 
Charles Kullman as Faust, in 
the main seemed to be singing on 
his nerve most of the evening. 
His professional training carried 
him through, but vocally he was 
scarcely equal to the lyrical pos- 
sibilities of the music entrusted 
to him. The garden scene suf- 
fered from this lack and he omit- 
ted a part of his biggest aria. 
The stage pictures were attrac- 
tive, the chorus sang lustily and 
the dance numbers were carried 
off in a mood of exuberant gayety. 
Wilfred Pelltier conducted with 
assurance and kept the produc- 
tion well in hand at all times,

PUCCINI OPERA 
SUNG AT MATINEE 


Yesterday afternoon’s perform- 
ance of Puccini’s Madame Butter- 
fly” by the Metropolitan Opera 
Company was the occasion for the 
first appearances in St, Louis. of 


two new additions to the com- 
pany’s roster of first line prin- 
cipals. Daniza Illitsch, the Czecho- 
Slovakian soprano, sang the title 
role and Richard Tucker the 
American tenor, was cast as Lieu- 
tenant Pinkerton. 

Mme. Illitsch gave evidence of 
experience and artistic maturity, 
but Puccini's particular idiom 
seemed to elude her. The Wag- 
nerian device of a continuously 
flowing melody as strained 
through an Italian temperament 
calls for a prevalence of the sup- 
ple cantilena, but Mme. IIlitsch 
preferred a mote incisive em- 
phasis and more striking dynamic 
contrasts. The end result was an 
interpretation that had the effect 
of a stylish, but rather uncompre- 
hending translation. Her voice 
was bright in color, well focused 
and flexible and her stage deport- 
ment was that of a seasoned per- 
former. 

Tucker’s vocal quality was also 
miore impressive for its brilliance 
than for agile adaptation to the 
insinuating emotions of the music. 
Its freshness was appealing and 
his sympathetic acting did much 
to make his portrayal convinc- 
ing. 

John Brownlee was wholly satis- 
facto in the baritone role of 
Sharpless; Lucille Browning was 
an adequate Suzuki. 

Though the two principals did 
not bring out the inwardness of 
the music, the treatment of the 
orchestra by Conductor Cesare 
Sodero did much to redress the 
balance and to give the whole 
work the glow of conviction. The 
playing was always fluent, always 
plastic and warmly expressive. So 
the composer’s special realm of 
make-believe was recreated with 
sufficient authenticity to cause the 
usual sentimental reactions.

CHECK ON PHONES 
OF FIRST CAPONE 
HANDBOOK HERE 


Police, After Raid Bring- 


ing 5 Arrests, Tracing 
Lines in Hunt for 
Source of Information. 


Following discovery of the first 
handbook operation in St. Louis 
by the Capone syndicate of Chi- 
cago late Friday in a basement at 
1165 Hodiamont avenue, police and 
telephone company technicians 
began tracing telephone lines 
leading into the place in an ef- 
fort to determine the. definite 
source of racing information re- 
ceived by the establishment. Of- 


jficers also were questioning five 


men under arrest. 


Members of Capt. Joseph Wren’s 
gambling squad had the establish- 
ment under surveillance after 
learning that three unpublished 
telephones had been installed, Fri- 
day afternoon police entered the 
first floor, the offices of David 
W. Miller, an osteopath. Both in- 
Side and outside basement doors 
were locked and persons in the 
basement refused to answer the 
calls of the police, and did not 
open the doors. 

During a wait of more than 
three hours the officers noticed 
smoke seeping from under the 
doors. Miller returned to his of- 
fice about 6 o’clock and was pre- 
paring to remove one of the doors 
when it was opened and two sweat- 
ing, soot-begrimed men walked 
out. They told police they were 
Eugene Canty, a steamfitter, 6106 
Etzel avenue, and Richard Glass, 
4511 Washington boulevard, Glass 
has a record of gambling arrests.

It would not do much good, he 
said, to amend the Voorhis Anti- 
Anarchistic Act which he described 
as “one of the weakest criminal 
enforcement sanctions on the 
statute books.” 

. Clark's opinion of the measure 
—one requiring registration of 
groups and organizations advocat- 
ing the overthrow of established 
government—was expressed in a 


letter to Representative Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota. 

Mundt, a member of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, had asked Clark what steps 
he has taken and what steps could 
be taken by the Justice Depart- 
ment to bring Communists “out 
into the open.“

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
French Finance Minister Robert 
Schuman has promised to provide 
full information to the World 
Bank on how France spends its 


$250,000,000 loan, French embassy 
officials said today, n 

The assurance was contained in 
a letter from Schuman to John J. 
McCloy, World Bank president, on 
May 9, the day the bank formally 
began lending operations by ex- 
tending a credit to France. 

This means the bank can check 
constantly to make certain the 


funds are spent for the purposes 
stated in the French application— 
reconstruction and modernization 
of French industry. 


French officials told a reporter 
their Government willingly gave 
this promise in the Schuman let- 
ter, but had objected to including 
it in the formal loan agreement 
since they felt the bank's articles 
of agreement covered this point. 

These informants emphasized 
their belief the promise does not 
mean World Bank officials will 
administrate loan funds for France 
but will merely observe the man- 
ner in which French officials

The bill prohibiting 
strikes against utilities and au- 
thorizing seizure of utility plants 
by the Governor in case of strike 
or a threatened strike, has been 
completed and is on the desk of 
the Governor for his signature. 

The bill prohibiting all strikes 
unless voted by a majority of the 
employes in a secret election su- 
pervised by the State Industrial 
Commission, and absolutely pro- 
hibiting jurisdictional and sym- 
pathy strikes, secondary boycotts 
and strikes by public employes, 
has passed the Senate. It is pend- 
ing before the House Labor com- 
mittee, which is expected to report 
it Monday night. Ité passage in 
the House. by Wednesday is ex- 
pected. 

The important Children’s Code 
legislation, recommended by the 
Code Commission, has been bun- 

led and little of it will be passed. 

nly 14 of the 26 code bills have 
passed the House and they have 
not been reported from the Senate 
Committee on Public Health. They 
may or may not be reported next 
week, but if they are they have 
little chance of passage. 

Minimum wage legislation is 
practically dead, and there is no 
chance of passage.

A soldier’s bonus amendment to

probability being that it will be 
held until January for final ac- 
tion. 


Rent control legislation is well 
on its way to passage.

The tribesmen were accused of 
seizing the girl, carving lumps of 
flesh from her body while she was 
alive, boiling the flesh with herbs 
and then killing the girl.

Six months later 
the Germans were still wonder- 
ing why they had no list from me, 
and I insisted it had been sent. 
When they sent an officer to de- 
mand the list from me, I showed 
him the carbon copy in the files 
and he was convinced. 


“He must have decided that 
some error had taken place in 


the German system, but he 
wouldn't admit it, They never did 
get a list of my machines.” 


In May, 1942, Rennofr finally 
was ordered to produce 22,000 pails 
for use by German forces—ma- 


chine list or no. “Unfortunately 
our machines kept breaking down, 
we couldn't get enough coal, sheet 
metal was scarce and the work- 
men kept making mistakes,” Ren- 
noir caid slyly. “By September, 
1944, when the Americans came, 
‘we had delivered not more than 
5000 pails.” 


However, Rennoir found men, 
materials and machines to turn 


out quantities of small. spikes,

Ethical Union Speaker Assails 
Efforts of Catholics, Some 
Protestant Groups. 


Final sessions of the annual as- 
sembly of the American Ethical 
Union were to be held today at 
Shelden Memorial, 3648 Washing- 
ton boulevard. The meeting opened 
last Thursday. 

Vivian T. Thayer, educationa: 
director of the Ethical Culture 
Schools, in New York City, spoke 
at an open meeting late yester- 
day on “Religious Freedom and 
Public Education,” asserting that 
no public funds should be used 
to further religious purposes or to 
assist schools other than public in- 
stitutions. 

“During the last few years,” 
Thayer said, “there has been a 
d te effort on the part of Cath- 
olics and some Protestant groups 
to obtain public funds for state aid 
fer both non-public and public 
schools. 

“They are taking advantage of 
the dire needs of public education 
ta divert funds from public edu- 
cation to non-public school chan 
nels. This is extremely danger- 
ous. Public schools are in a high. 
ly critical condition as regards 
teachers and funds. : 

“If we yield to this pressure we 
will undermine the public schools 
and will let more than 250 reli- 
gious sects use public money to 
develop their own non-public 
schools. We know that it is prac- 
tically impossible to supervise the 
education that goes on in these 
private schools. The result is that 
there would be a lowering of edu- 
cational standards in non-public 
schools. This would lead to lower- 
ing standards in public schools.”

Kewitt's is the first known use 
in the St. Louis area of the Inger- 
soll unit, which is a core of 
plumbing and heating facilities for 
the whole house mounted in a 
steel frame, with kitchen, bath- 


room laundry back-to-back. 
The Bey a section of the unit, as 
used in Kewitt’s houses, is oil- 
fired. 


Kewitt’s first such house, put 
up last fall, served as a test unit 
for a technical staff of the FHA 
sent out from Washington, to de- 
termine whether the idea involved 
warranted acceptance for FHA 
mortgage financing. It did. 


In his Brentwood factory Kewitt 
builds plywood wall panels 4 by 8 
feet, using three-eighths inch ply- 
wood, 1 by 3-inch studding and an 
inch of rigid insulation. These 
are fastened together on the site 
by means of a male-and-female 
joint, in which the plywood sides 


of one panel slide over a partly 
exposed studding in the adjoining 
panel and are nailed to it.

Seed Need Help 


Breaking Way 
Through Soil 


Even experienced gardeners, 


A |sowing top grade seed, do not al- 
he | ways “get a catch,” as the farm- 


ers say. Something may happen 


to prevent the seeds from coming 


up; cold weather may delay ger- 
mination until moulds or fungi 
destroy them; and a crust may 
form on the soil above them which 
they cannot penetrate. 

By dusting the seed with a dis- 
infectant, the moulds and fungi 
may be prevented, and this is espe- 


3 cially advisable in sowing early 


when the ground is cold. If there 
is any suspicion that the soil may 
crust above the seeds, it will be 
wise to use a special soil to cover 
them. 

If the garden contains clay, a 
hard rain may compact it suf- 
ficiently to imprison the seed, The 
tiny sprout often faces an impos- 
sible task in attempting to break 
its way to the sunshine. The illus- 
tration shows two bean seedlings, 
one of the varieties most likely to 
suffer from crusty soil. The bean 
seed swells with moisture, and a 


!isprout emerges which pushes the 


seed itself—twice as large as 


when planted—through the soil 
surface.

this loose soil will hold moisture 
and keep the soil beneath it from 
drying out. It is therefore espe- 
cially desirable in hot weather. 

Most stores dealing in garden 
supplies carry modern seed disin- 
fectants which can be used in 
either liquid or powder form. 
There is no danger to the seed 
in using these materials provided 
the simple directions furnished 
with them are followed, precisely. 
Never use any disinfectant in 
greater strength than recommend- 
ed. It is remarkable what a small 
amount will do. 

For example, in using disinfect- 
ant as a dry powder, the quantity 

which can be lifted on the blunt 
end of a toothpick is sufficient 
to coat and protect the seed in a 
standard-size packet. Tear a cor- 
ner off the packet, insert the dust 
and shake thoroughly, and the 
job is done.

Sun-Loving Flower 


Is Cousin to Weed 


The sun plant (portulaca grandi- 
flora), a relative of the common 
pursley weed of gardens, finds in a 
sunny location the ideal place in 
which to grow. Portulaca is one of 
the most brilliant annuals, and 
may be used in several ways. 

It grows from 4 to 6 inches high, 
depending on the soil conditions, 
and has red, yellow and white 
flowers and also a fragrant sort, 
rose colored and curiously striped. 
The flowers open in the morning 
and close at night, but because of 
its sunny habitat, requires warmth 
for full development. It begins to 
flower from June and continues 
throughout the summer or until 
cut down by frost. 

There are both single and double 
varieties. The doubles, when fully 
expanded, resemble a full blown 
rose. There are few flowers so easy 
to grow and they are useful as an 
edging plant, to ramble over the 
rockery, and when sown in mass 
produce a dazzling effect. The 
plant self-sows, with some doubles 
reverting to the single type. It is 


In addition feasy to fill bare spots by taking 


cuttings and simply inserting them 
in the soil, where they take root. 
The seeds are very fine and 
should be mixed with dry sand to 
avoid planting™too thickly. They 
can be started early in the house 
and transplanted to the garden. 
Seeds can) be sown outdoors from 
early spring until July 1. Varieties 
of separate colors may be obtained 
which offers an opportunity to ar- 
range them for color effect.

Broadcast Poppy Seed.

Francis E. McMahon, professor of philos- 
ophy at University of Chicago and emi- 
ment liberal Catholic layman, was in 
Spain for three months as a correspond 
ent for the New York Post. He was 
forced to leave that country recently 
when the Franco government withdrew 
his credentials, charging he was writing 
articles which defamed the regime. The 
New York Post protested his expulsion 
to the United States State Department, 
which in turn made diplomatic represen 
tations to the Spanish Government, Prof. 
McMahon was dismissed by Notre Dame 
University in 1943 over a difference on

Will I ever forget it? Everywhere 
I went in Spain I was sure to come 
getting away from it. ‘

I had a visitor just shortly before leav- 
ing Madrid. He was a young business man. 
He had come to me, not to talk politics, but 
to arrange for the purchase of some goods I 
needed. But as happened nine times out of 
10 in such circumstances, he took the op- 
portunity to unburden his soul to an 
American newspaper man. 

“Something has got to be done,” he be- 
gan. Things can’t go on the way they are. 
The corrupt and repressive regime we have 
is spurring a good many people into danger- 
ous ideas. Many of the unthinking are get- 
ting it into their heads that Russia is the 
only country that seems anxious to liberate 
them. They say also that Russia would 
give them bread.” 

Even the controlled and censored press 
has hinted at it. A recent issue of “Des- 
tino,” Barcelona weekly, called on religious 
forces to tackle more vigorously the prob- 
lem of Communism in Spain. 

“We consider this task of unmasking 
Communism necessary and urgent,“ it said. 
“Everywhere, and particularly in our own 
country; the people are in darkness. There 
are still an enormous number who believe 
that Communism will hand over to them 
the earth they cultivate.”

gwer is repression. It talks big about socia! 
and agrarian reform, but resorts in practice 
to the strong-arm methods of Fascism. 
Hardly a week passes that the papers do 
not announce new seizure of alleged Com- 
munists and Marxian propaganda. Some of 
those classified as Communists are not 
really so. Others are. 

But the end result of 10 years of repres- 


sion has been, not less Communism among |. 


the masses, but more. The Franco answer 
to Bolshevism has been an abysmal failure. 
Communist propaganda from inside and out- 
side of Spain is succeeding because the soil 
has been prepared by a bankrupt regime. 
But it is not only the blunders and cruelty 
of Franco that are prompting them to listen 
to the honeyed words of the Moscow radio 
and the Spanish Communists. They are 
beginning to look to Russia because they 
feel the democracies have let them down. 
Their iirst great disillusionment came 
with the collapse of Nazi Germany. Ardent 
fcllowers of the Allied cause during the war, 
while their government showed all possible 
favor to Hitler, Mussolini and the Japanese, 
they were sure that victory over the Axis 
would mean their own liberation. No people 
ever suffered a greater disappointment. 
To the best of their ability, under a pro- 
Axis dictatorship, ‘they had supported the 
cause of freedom. Many a Spaniard can 
remember the beatings he suffered for 
showing sympathy for the Allies during the 
war. Others tan remember the months be- 
hind prison bars. The reward for all this 
has been the continuance of their oppressors 
in power, thanks to the toleration or indif- 
ference of those who they. thought weult

and financiers of profiting at the expense 


} of their misery. They contrast this with the 
fact that, 


whatever else Russia may be 
doing, at least it is not doing business with 


‘the Franco regime today. They are begin- 


ning to wonder just who is the friend and 
who is the enemy. 

Since 1936 the cost of living in Spain has 
increased five times.

through such practices. The military food 


supply depots absorb a high percentage of 
_the nation’s food. The food is bought from 


the producers at the low official price. 
Much of it thé common soldier, who eats 
and lives poorly, never sees. It is diverted 
into illegal channels, where it is sold at a 
fantastic profit. 

But the army is ohly one source of the 
black market. The record of the civilian 
food agencies is almost equally notorious. 
These agencies are run by the Falangists 
and their friends. They control most of the 
food the army has not managed to get its 
hands upon. Like the military, they find 
that a quick way to riches is the illegal sale. 
Men who hadn’t 10 pesetas at_the outbreak 
of the civil war are today millionaires, 
thanks to the gains from black market 
operations. 

The corruption of the regime is far 
broader than this, however. The authority 
and influence of officials of the government 
is available to“ almost anyone—for a price. 

There are some honest men in the gov- 
ernment (weren’t there likewise in the Tam- 
many Hall of old?) but they are helpless 
against the flood of graft that has over- 
whelmed officialdom. 

A few months ago one official with a 
conscience sought to abolish the military 
food depots. He had even persuaded Franco, 
the story has it, to sign the required order. 
But some of the generals got wind of what 
was happening. They called on Franco. The 
following day the order was canceled. The 
army continues its thriving business with 
the black market. 

Now and then the press is directed to wax 
furiously and loud against the evils of 
“estraperlismo” (black market trade). The 
police make the rounds, arresting small of- 
fenders. Occasionally a fine is levied against 
a concern found guilty. But not a word in 
the controlled press about those who have 
made fabulous fortunes in various ways 
under the tolerant eyes of the regime: mil- 
lionaires like Gen. Saliquet, Serrano Suner, 
March, Carceller, Aritio, Levin, Fierro, Gar- 
nica, Gomez and Julio Munoz,

filled with the “enchufistas.” The 
translation for “enchufismo” is probably 
“cushy” job, Through a friend of a friend 
éne affixes himself to some government bu- 
reau, draws a good salary regularly, and 
goes through the motions now and then of 
seeming to earn one’s money. 

There are about 200,000 families. alto- 
gether in Spain who are benefiting from the 
new “order.” It is these people who fill the 
best cafes and the luxurious hotels, the 
ultra-modern cinemas, and the elegant 
apartment houses. They are responsible for 
the appearance of prosperity in the larger 
cities, an appearance which impresses every 
visitor when he first arrives in the country. 

And the rest of the Spaniards — 24,- 
000,000 of them? Most of them know what 
is going on, but they feel helpless to do 
anything about it. They have no press in 
which to voice their bitter reflections. They 
do not dare acclaim aloud the evil and cor- 
ruption. They feel there is nothing to do at 
present but suffer and contain their 
thoughts. 3 

“Why doesn’t the Church speak up 
against the enormous graft and corruption 
in the government?” It is what millions of 
Spaniards have been asking, as they have 
seen themselves being ground down to mis- 
ery and poverty under the Franco regime. 
A wall of silence ‘appears to have enveloped 
most of the hierarchy and lower clergy. 

But one bishop has spoken up in the 
strongest possible terms. Last September 
the Bishop of the Canary Islands, the Most 
Rev. Antonio Pildain, issued a pastoral let- 
ter on conditions in Spain, placing the guilt 
where it belongs. 

I heard talk of the bishop’s letter while 

I was in Spain. But just talk, as one might 
refer to a book in the United States that has 
been banned. Few Spaniards had seen a 
copy of it. The press, of course, had ig- 
nored it. Copies had appeared for a time on 
newsstands in various parts of the country, 
but in several instances the police had 
swooped down to seize them. 
I finally procured a copy of the letter. It 
proved to be one of the most damning in- 
dictments of the Franco regime I have ever 
read. It fully confirmed my own conclu- 
sions. 


Masses of People 
Feel Helpless to Act. 


-The bishop opens his letter by stating 
that he had just returned from a pastoral 
visit “with his heart full of sadness” and 
under the painful duty to sound the 
alarm.“ 

His people were the victims of “famine, 
malnutrition, and an exhaustion at once eco- 
nomic, physiological, and pathological.’’ As 
a consequence tuberculosis was especially 
rife. “The number of deaths from this dis- 
ease is frightening.“ 

Where does the blame lie? -Is it the re- 
sult of drought? Or the lack of fertilizers? 
Or the blockade of the democracies? The 
bishop demurs. The situation is too grave 
and serious to permit oneself the luxury of 
being frivolous.” 

Everybody knows, he avers, that in Spain 
today there are thousands of persons who 
have enriched themselves overnight.“ These 
people live like princes, at the expense of 
hunger and anguish of the majority of 
Spaniards, perhaps of the best Spaniards.” 

Getting down to causes he condemns the 
“gifantic state machine, bureaucratic and 
centralized, which employs a prodigious 
multitude of functionaries, unnecessary, ex- 
cessive, in notorious disproportion to the 
resources and power of the nation.“ To 
maintain this bureaucracy requires the ex- 
penditure of “the enormous funds of the 


budget, fruit of the work and sweat of mil- 


lions of citivens.”’ 
And within this bureaucracy are corrupt 


officials who steal the bread of the people. 


It is precisely the officials in charge of sup- 
plies who, availing themselves of their high 
office and protected by it, permit these prod- 
“ucts to find their way into the black. 
market.“ 

Be hard with the criminals, he demands. 
“A heavy and inflexible hand must fall upon 
them, the more so since, if the contrary hap- 

pens, the people will consider you (the 
authorities) as a criminal accomplice.” 

The bishop’s letter was issued’ months 
ago. It has fallen on stony soil. The men 
‘whom he castigated still prosecute their 
The black market flour- 
ishes as strongly as ever, and the officials 
responsible still remain in power. 

Some day, nevertheless, the Spanish peo- 
ple will learn of the contents of this pas- 
toral letter, They will honor its author as 


one prelate who did not fear to tell the 
naked and horrible truth.

His Bank of America, with more than 500 
branches and $5,500,000,000 in deposits, is 
the largest private bank in the world—and 
also the nightmare of conservative bankers 
who abhor Giannini’s unorthodox methods 
of drumming up business. 

Giannini and his methods are as typical 
of California as (with a bow to the cham- 
ber of commerce) sunshine and bathing 
beauties. He is the man who made it 
possible for the state to capitalize on both. 


Banker Major Factor 
In State’s Development. 


Motion picture moguls, explaining how 
Hollywood happened to become the film 
capital of the world, generally attribute 
their decision to locate there to climate 
and the accessibility of such varied scenic 
settings as mountains, deserts and sea- 
shores, which are important props in their 
make-believe industry. However, there was 
another major factor—a friendly banker. 


When New York lenders and investors 
regarded the struggling movie business as 
“too risky,’’ Giannini, convinced that the 
public would flock to the cinema for enter- 
tainment, granted big credits to Jack War- 
ner, Louis B. Mayer, Irving Thalberg, Sam 
Goldwyn, D. W. Griffith and Darryl F. 
Zanuck. His bank financed such ventures 
as Walt Disney’s “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs.“ His brother, Dr. Attilio H. 
Giannini, was president of United Artists, 
and also a director of Columbia’ Pictures. 


California sunshine—in the form of fruits 
and vegetables—appeared on the nation's 
breakfast, lunch and dinner tables largely 
as a result of Giannini’s lending activities. 
Driving up and down the state, he con- 
vinced farmers, large and small, that they 
would profit by borrowing money to in- 
crease production by bringing irrigation 
water to thirsty acres. 

These credits also helped create such 
items as mass production farming” on 
vast acreages, and its attendant social prob- 
lem of the poorly paid migratory agricultur- 
al worker and his family—but there are 
few unmixed blessings in this world. 


In any case there is no doubt that thou- 
sands of California business men, their en- 
terprises ranging from a humble hamburger 
stand to the Henry J. Kaiser industrial 
empire, owe much of their success to Gian- 
nini and his bank's lending policies. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of people owe their 
ownership of a home, auto or furniture, or 
the payment of doctor bills for a new baby 
to the same influence—and also owe money 
to the Bank of America. 


Sought Business 
In Battered Wagon. 


The bank's imposing central headquar- 
ters, a 12-story building on San Francisco's 
Montgomery street, the Wall street of the 
West, is a far cry from its humble begin- 
ning in a North Beach saloon. And 80 is 
Giannini’s present position as chairman of 
the board which permits him to serve the 
bank he built and loves for a salary of 
only one dollar a year. 


Giannini was born in the old Swiss Hotel 
at San Jose, Calif., the son of immigrant 
parents from Genoa, Italy. His father, a 
small farmer, died when he was seven. 
His mother later married Lorenzo Scatena, 
a drayman. When Scatena went into the 
produce business for himself, young A.P., 
as he is called, left school at 14 to assis:

The commission business prospered— 
chiefly because Giannini, driving through 
the Santa Clara, Livermore and Central 
Valleys. in a battered wagon, convinced 
farmers that they would find it profitable 
to let the Scatena firm market their 
produce. 

In 1901, when he was 31, 
announced his retirement. He divided his 
half interest in the business among em- 
ployes, and arranged for them to pay him 
off out of the profits.

As man- 
ager of the estate, Giannini took Cuneo’s 
place on the board of directors of the 
Columbus Savings and Loan Society, a bank 
in North Beach, the Italian section of San 
Francisco, | 

He soon found himself in conflict witht 
the majority of other directors. Giannini 
wanted the bank to provide more liberal 
treatment and greater services to “little 
fellows.” Angered when the majority icq“, 
nored his repeated suggestions along these 
lines, he raised $150,000 capital and opened 
a rival bank across the street in a ne, 
saloon. 

Orthodox bankers were astonished Bae 
he kept the bartender on his payroll as an 
assistant cashter. Giannini and his motley 
assistants then proceeded to promote de- 
posits and loans by the unheard of tech- 
niques of ringing doorbells and buttonholing 
prospects on the street. 

San Francisco’s 1906 earthquake and fire 
gave Giannini an opportunity to star in an 
episode which might provide a good script 
for Hollywood, his partial creation. White 
the fire raged, he loaded his bank’s gold 
and currency into the back of a produce 
wagon borrowed from his stepfather, and 
whipped the horses to safety. With the 
embers still smouldering, he set up an open 
air desk and made loans on a man's face 
and signature“ to people anxious to rebuild 
their homes and stores. 

Every one of these loans was later repaid 
in full—bolstering A. P.'s faith in the hon- 
esty of the little man.“ 

He later won a greater profit from these 
loans, when he fought the battle of his life 
against a Wall Street syndicate. 

In 1930, Giannini had retired again, after 
installing Elisha Walker, a New York 
broker, as board chairman of the Trans- 
america Corporation, his great holding 
company. The bank had, by now, spread 
over the whole of California. While AP. 
was abroad, Walker denounced his manage- 
ment, ousted many of his directors, and 
proceeded to shake off the Giannini man- 
agement. 


Friends and Customers 
Rally to His Support. 


Walker held 375,000 Transamerica shares 
to Giannini’s 36,000. Small investors held 
the bulk of the billion dollar corporation's 
23,600,000 shares. 

Rushing home, Giannini proceeded on his 
old rounds, up and down the state of Calf 
fornia, calling on his old friends and cus 
tomers. Old North Beach residents dug 
down into their belongings to produce 
Transamerica stock certificates, and signed 
proxies. 

„A. P.'s in trouble,” they said. 
got to help him.” 

Giannini turned up at the 1932 Trans- 
america stockholders’ meeting with enough 
proxies to outvote the Walker interests 
three to one. A.P. resumed firm control 
of his giant creation, and has held it ever 
since, despite his ostensible “retirement 
from active direction.” 

He still bas an open, easily accessible 
desk in the bank’s main office, and makes 
many of the major decisions, although his 
son, L. Mario Giannini, now has the title 
of president, . 

Giannini’s innovations in the field of 
banking include: First bank to advertise 
for loans, first bank to send out salesmen 
to solicit loans, first to exploit the F. H. A. 
loan, first to develop school savings ac- 
counts, first to develop an extensive pro- 
gram of term loans to small business men. 

While other bankers were wondering what 
to do about G.I. loans, the Bank of America 
was training 1000 men to handle them, and 
had launched a supporting promotional cam- 
raign. The bank has long been active in 
luring new industries— and customers—to 
California. It financed most of the great

apparel industry now making the West 


Coast one of the world’s fashion centers. 


The California wine industry, too, owes 
much of its development to Giannini’s fore- 
sight. 

A. P., who now calls himself “the watch-« 
dog who stands on the sidelines and barks 

when anything goes wrong,” insists that he 

doesn’t want to be a millionaire, and to 

prevent this makes frequent donations of 

large sums to agriculture and medical re- 

search and to various private causes.

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Our Neglected Children 

Safer little children ... for of such is the 
kingdom of Heaven. : 

In Missottri, however, such a birthright is only 
for children born to wise, responsible and finan- 
cially able parents. Others, their equals in inno- 
cence but inferiors in fortune, become wards of 
the state. And the state is neglectful, which is 
to say the people’s consciences are too sleepy to 
fulfill the state’s duty as helper or foster parent. 

Otherwise the Children’s Code Commission's 
improvements in state guardianship would not 
be, as was told in the Post-Dispatch last week, 
on the verge of substantial defeat. Missourians, 
to be sure, have individual consciences, But wor- 
ship of a simpler dead past, vested interests of 


institutions and officials, sheer inertia and can't- 


be-bothered are speaking louder. 

Missouri’s child welfare code is 30 years or 
more behind times. For instance, a vital sta- 
tistics law is still in force that cruelly holds 
children born out of wedlock up to an open stig- 


ma- as though they bore on their foreheads the

that established the commission was not trying

The five citizen-commissioners worked hard 
and well. They drew on the counsel of more than 
200 experts, officials, citizens. They considered 
workability as well as need. Their program 
withstands rigorous scrutiny. The Legislature, 
however, is not completing the purpose of its 
1945 predecessor. Some of the commission bills 
have been killed; others are about to die. 

Adoption reforms are needed—to require in- 
vestigations of the child’s and the foster parents’ 
backgrounds, to require that both husband and 
wife join in the application, to establish a nine- 
month trial period before the child is theirs— 
also to keep hospitals from placing children for 
adoption and from advertising that they can pro- 
cure adoptions, But this measure is blocked by 
three Kansas City hospitals that do a lucrative 
trade with unwed mothers of middle-class and 
wealthy families, working in conjunction with 
Jackson County Juvenile Court. 

A witness expressed pride that Kansas City 
has become the nation’s leading adoption mill 
under this arrangement. Vested interest, civic 
pride vs. infants—suffer little children indeed! 

Missouri juvenile court procedure needs many 
improvements—but the bill was killed. No one 
can object to modern regulations to keep under- 
privileged children in school as long as possible 
and to keep them out of hazardous employment 
—but the measures have not been acted on. 

Well-meaning citizens speak of “dear little” or 
“poor little” children—while a sin of omission is 
being compounded in our midst. Our hearts go 
out to the little war sufferers of Europe; our 
nation is working to better their plight. Why 
should Missouri’s own receive less attention? 

Missourians are interested, certainly, in the 
oppressed, neglected or twisted children who 
make shocking headlines with larceny or mur- 
der, The alarming height and continued rise of 
juvenile delinquency has become almest as sure 
a conversation-maker as the weather—with the 
difference that much more could be done about 
delinquency. Most of us must sense that trying 
to deal with handicapped or unruly youth is far 


more costly in money and effort than it would 


be to eliminate all the causes of unruliness and 
compensate for all the handicaps that we could. 
An aroused public could still save much of the 
commission’s program. It follows, therefore, 
that respectable, compassionate—and irresponsi- 
ble—citizens of Missouri are the guilty ones if 
this chapter of negligence ends as it is going.

This is the sober, sound advice of none 
other than Gen. Eisenhower’s former Chief of 
Staff, Lt. Gen. Walter B. Smith, now Ambassa- 
dor to Russia. After slipping up when he de- 
leted Robert E. Lee from a Voice of America 
broadcast (he said he thought Russians would 
associate Lee with slavery, as if a people and 
their history could be separated!), Gen. Smith 
came back to make a solid score. The more we 
know about the Russians and their history and 
the more they know about us and our history, 
the better it will be for both peoples—and the 
world. 
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Palestine and U.N. 


The civil war in Palestine, which shows no 
signs of abating, continues to pile up evidence 
‘that no appreach short of an international one 
will be broad enough. , 

It is just as sensible for the British to be 
trying to work out an impartial plan, and en- 
force it, as it would be for either the Arabs. or 


the Jews to attempt to do so. « All three are 


parties at interest. If the Arabs were left to de- 
cide it, the decision would be heavily loaded 
in favor of the Arabs; if the Jews, in favor of 
the Jews. So it should not cause too much 
amazement that British plans for Palestine are 
not actively anti-British. 

Britain has two interests. The first, to keep 
strategic bases to guard the Suez Canal and the 
lifeline to the Orient, particularly now that 
Egyptian independence is under consideration. 
The second, to keep on the good side of the 
Arabs, in whose part of the world the last great 
untapped sources of oil are located. 

The latest British plan for partition of Pales- 
tine was a simple reflection of these interests. 
The procedure implied by the results was that 
the subdividers first set out their bases, then 
remembered to be grateful to the Arabs, and 
gave what remained to the Jews. 

As we said a year ago, The U. N.. . . is the 
logical agency to undertake (conciliation in Pal- 
estine), with better prospects than the British 
alone or with the help of American troops.” 
Whatever solution is arrived at, it must be free 
of bias on the part of the interventor, which 
neither Britain nor the United States is capable 
of, both being derrick-deep in Middle Eastern 
oil politics. Commentators who, like Walter 


— 


Lippmann, Sumner Welles and Marquis Childs, 
are wide apart on what U.N. can do about Pales- 
tine, are unanimous that it must do something. 

Whether directly or, as appears more practi- 
cal, through a trusteeship imposed in several 


nations which do not have a national stake in 


slanting the decision one way or another, U.N. 
has an obligation to give method and sanction 
to a settlement in Palestine. 
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Every German Should Share 

Differences between Gen. Clay, United States 
commander in Germany, and our military gov- 
ernor for Greater Hesse, James R. Newman, 
emphasize the perplexing character of the prob- 
lem of food for Germany. Newman was ready 
to go on the air with what amounted to a threat 
of martial law if German officials did not do 
more to relieve food shortages. Shortly before 
broadcast time, the martial law reference was 
ordered out at the direction of Gen. Clay, who 
said that our policy is one of co-operation with 
German officials, not one of using the iron fist. 

Gen. Clay is right—but so in a sense is Mili- 
tary Governor Newman. Agreed that we do not 
want to use the iron fist. One of the reasons we 
are in Germany is to show the difference be- 
tween Hitler’s way and our way. This does not 
mean, however, that we are enjoined from seeing 
that the Germans do all they can to feed them- 
selves. It does not mean that we cannot require 
the still cocky young punks who were supposed 
to rule Hitler’s world to get onto the soil and 
help the women and children and old men who 
are tilling the fields. 

The Germans are notorious food hoarders. 
This is particularly a characteristic in the rural 
areas. Thus. the highly individualistic Bavarian 
farmer, for example, takes care of his family 


and stock and lets the rest of Germany go hang. 


This is one of the factors which makes for fear- 
fully thin rations in the war-wrecked cities. 
There is good reason to believe that German 
officials could do more than they have done to 
achieve an equitable distribution of German food 
stocks. Americans are willing and ready to 
help feed Europe, even their wartime enemies, 
but they are entitled to assurance that every last 
German is doing his own part of the sharing.

When a bill passes by a vote of 113 to 0, it 
should be pretty good. The bill to enable the 
St. Louis side of the river to begin a genuine 
metropolitan area development is just as good 
as that vote in the Missouri House suggests.

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The Potent Peanut 

The British Food Ministry under John Strachey 
is showing enterprise and imagination in setting 
out to clear 3,210,000 acres of the African big 
game country for the raising of peanuts, 

Mr. Strachey, who, by the way, was once held 
up by American immigration authorities on the 
ground that he was a dangerous radical, esti- 
mates that this acreage will produce 600,000 
tons of peanuts a year. If our arithmetic is good, 
that is enough peanuts to give every man, woman 
and child in Great Britain an ounce of peanuts 
a day for every day in the year. 

That is more peanuts than anyone could eat, 
but most of the crop will go into the production 
of oi}, for shortening and margarine and soap. It 
is needed to replace coconut oil from the fine 
copra plantations in the Pacific which the Japa- 
nese and Americans shot up. 

Most of the plantations are still there, but the 
black men who used to work them for a few 
shillings a month will never work so cheaply 
again. Peanuts grown by mechanized farming 
‘may well produce oil more cheaply, from now 
on, than coconut plantations. If peanuts won't 
do the job, Mr. Strachey can send some of his 
experts over to study the potent soy bean from 
Missouri and illinois farmers. N

- Truly Great Work 


rnold J, Toynbee, one

This may well be both the most profound 
and the most important literary work of 
our age. With an encyclopedic wealth of 
knowledge acquired through years of toil 
and study, Toynbee‘ deals with the ques- 
tion df greatest moment for our generation 
—the fate of our civilization. With that 
fate possibly resting squarely on the shoul- 
ders of Uncle Sam, everyone who has the 
requisite intelligence should understand at 
least the nature of the problem. Toynbee 


makes clear his belief that the fate of our 


civilization rests in our hands, individually. 

There have been mounting indications 
that our leaders of thought are one by one 
discarding outworn materialistic and deter- 
ministic interpretations of history. We are 
leaving the Marxians and the Darwinians 
to their natural habitat, the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and moving into another world of 
thought. Toynbee proves that, transition. 

* * + 

He gives short shrift to theories like 
Spengler’s, which views society as an or- 
ganism subject to natural change from 
youth and maturity to decay, or to the 
racialists’ theory that an infusion of “new 
blood” can restore a society to a state of 
cultural productivity, Likewise, he totally 
rejects such pessimistic ideas that make of 
humanity either an Ixion, bound forever to 
his wheel, or a Sisyphus, forever futilely 
trying to roll his stone to the summit. 

The result is surely a landmark in litera- 
ture, comparable with such giants of the 
past as Plato’s “Republic” and Rousseau's 
“Social Contract.” Its effects on our thinking 
are likely to be just as great. For one thing, 
he has made the unit of worthwhile histori- 
cal study an entire civilization, instead of 
the nation-state. Let historians note! 

Employing deductive processes of reason- 
ing and the comparative method of study, 
Toynbee undertakes to tell us where our ci- 
vilization stands and to estimate our 
chances of survival. He does not don the 
prophet's cloak; he contends that the very 
nature of man makes prophecy almost im- 
He allows for the superhuman 
happening, if not the supernatural. 

* + * 

It may indeed be death that awaits us, 
sending us to join the other 21 civilizations 
that are dead and buried. But he offers a 
message of encouragement “as we drift to- 
day alone with none but stricken civiliza- 
tions around us.” “The divine spark of 
creative power is still alive in us, and if 
we have the grace to kindle it into flame, 
then the stars cannot defeat our efforts to 
attain the goal of human endeavor.” 

In other words, the challenge is moral. 
The breakdown that threatens is not tech- 
nical in origin, or due to economic causes, 
or to fate, or “in the course of nature.” It 
is spiritual, Toynbee belongs with those 
who believe our generation must grow up 
morally, spiritually, intellectually, or perish. 

Ot the way in which D. C. Somervell has 


accomplished his self-imposed task of con- 


densing the original six volumes into one 
there can be nothing but praise. Those who 
hesitated about the Toynbee opus because 
of its extreme length need hesitate no 
longer.

DESIGN FOR NOVEMBER, by Renalid Mitchell. 
(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 
Novels set in university towns and in- 

volving academic people often are dull be- 

cause the people in them are not very in- 
teresting. This one is an exception, for 
there are plenty of interesting people in 
the story and a great deal happens to them. 

Sam Forester, a young graduate assistant 
in art, has a beautiful young wife whom 
he never hoped to win because he came 
from the wrong side of the tracks. The 
rich young man whom Catherine Forester 
might have married never appears in the 
book and dies in a postwar accident in 
Germany. He is well represented, however, 
for his Welsh wife brings their young son 
to the family mansion, and his dominating 
mother keeps his memory fresh. 

Later in the story, a murder as deliberate 
and horrible as any in the most thrill- 
packed mystery solves the problem of Sam 
Forester’s appointment to the rank of in- 
structor—a. matter which Catherine has 
worried about more than is good for her. 

“Design for November” offers a pic- 
turesque, charming town as a proper set- 
ting for this novel. The book is crowded 
with people well enough developed to lead 
the reader pn to want more of them. But 
the book as a whole is disappointing. In 
the first place, no two people could possibly 
live decently on $700 a year—not in these 
days—and no amount of good writing will 
make their situation seem plausible. 

Also, the salary of $2100 which Sam is 
to receive as instructor seems hardly worth 
a murder. Furthermore, the book is not 
all of a piece because it starts with a light- 
hearted, humorous style, falls into a long, 
heavy passage (about the routine of living 
on that $700), and revives in interest after 
the crime. 

However, worse novels than this one 
have won prizes and become best sellers, 
and one could wish good fortune for Mr. 
Mitchell, who teaches speech at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. H. C. COMBS. 
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Built dy the famous engine designer, 
Edward McQueen, the President was an 
early locomotive on the New York Central 
Railroad, subject of Alvin F. Harlow’s new 
book, “The Road of the Century” (Creative 
Age Press, New York). This biography 
of a great railroad contains many similar 
old drawings and pictures out of transpor- 
tation’s past. The odor of oil lamps, the 
grit of cinders and the cries of hawkers 
of fruit, nuts, candy, maple sugar cakes, 
parched corn and trinkets are in its enter- 
taining and informative pages.

It starts out with a lot of American ci- 
vilians with their clothes off at the induc- 
tion center and ends with them back at 
the separation center—the GIs’ full cycle. 
Between these two performances of jigging, 
stooping and squatting before the docs are 
Pearl Harbor, North Africa, New Guinea, 
Attu and Italy; Leyte, Belgium, Saipan 
and Remagen; the Anzio beachhead, Nor- 
mandy hedgerows, the breakthrough, the 
Battle of the Bulge and the race across 
Germany to meet the Russians.

But the GIs’ chronicle is no mere cata- 
logue. These Yank writers were up there 
wherever the doughs were and what they 
wrote was what they saw and heard and 
smelled and somehow lived through them- 
selves.

Changing the proportions, the second book 
is mostly pictures with less of text. Col.

Without trying 
to throw things out of balance, they tell 
about the black market, the low morale 
and lower morals, and German appraisal 
of our efforts.

HE hurricane signals are out from one end of Europe to the 


plight of Greeée is merely hand- 
to great emergencies yet to come 


in Britain, in France and Italy and elsewhere. Within one year or 
two a major economic and financial crisis is bound to shake most 


of Europe. 


An earthquake of the dimensions now brewing there must 
inevitably affect many other nations, including our own and to an 
exceptional degree. If this clearly foreshadowed European collapse 
should happen to coincide roughly with an American “recession” of 


considerable severity—what then? 

It isn't a pleasant business to 
put the question in this blunt 
form, I admit. But the potential 
situation already exists. Abroad 
an alarming assortment of creaks 
and cracks in national European 
economies is steadily developing. 
At home our basic industries are 
sidestepping price cuts; pressure 
groups, disregarding the storm 
signals on both sides of the At- 
lantic, are campaigning for tax 
reductions. One is compelled to 
wonder whether we yet begin to 
realize the kind of world-house 
we are living in. The time to 
build up all possible reserves of 
strength is before the gale hits. 

Because the postwar economic 
collapse of Europe has somehow, 
almost miraculously, been delayed, 
the general tendency of Ameri- 
cans is to assume that the worst 
is over. But the best-informed ex- 
perts and observers are convinced 
that the exact opposite is true. 
Overwhelming evidence from in- 
side Europe coincides, all too trag- 
ically, with the conclusions forced 
upon these authorities by the 
stark and cruel facts. 


Greek Aid a Drop in Bucket. 


Europe today is in no sense 
out of or half-way through the 
woods, Instead she is just now 
plunging into the labyrinth of 
the unknown. In reality the Tru- 
man subsidy to Greece, whatever 
it may accomplish toward recon- 
struction—and that will be pitiful- 
ly little—is only one initial drop 
in Europe’s bucket. To be pre- 
pared in some measure for the 
grave troubles ahead we need 
badly to get a realistic conception 


now of the worm-eaten condition 


of Europe's economic foundations. 

This ig difficult to do, unless 
you've recently spent several 
months in half dozen European 
countries as I have. The extent 
of paralysis, decay and economic 
disruption is almost unimaginable. 
What is happening in Romania is 
typical, even though extreme. 
When I was in Bucharest six 
months ago restaurants had plen- 
ty of food for those with money 
and the lei was worth 88,000 to 
the dollar. Today all of Buchar- 
est's restaurants are closed, only 
workers can get 200 grams of 
cornmeal per day—and some 900,- 
000 lei are the equivalent of a 
dollar bill. Prices in Romania 
today are 10 or 20 times more than 
they were in November. This. is 
the same kind of terrible infla- 
tion which ravaged the Hungar- 
ians. It is monetary revolution. 
Its consequences are numerous 
and devaststing. 


Most Countries Bankrupt. 


While recognizing Romania as 
an extreme case, its inflation is 
only a final convulsion of 
Europe's common financial and 
economic disease. The hard fact 
is that almost all of the European 
countries, save Switzerland and 
Sweden, are bankrupt. Virtually 
all of the European currencies 
have a purely artificial—and tem- 
porary-value. The British pound, 
the Frenc. franc and the Italian 
lira remain “pegged”—suspended 
would be a far more accurate 
term—at rates which have no 
sound relation to their real 
values, Indeed, only the boldest 
kind of economist would dare at- 
tempt to announce precisely what 
these currencies are now worth 
in terms of classical finance. Nor 
would any economist dare to pre- 
dict at what rate the franc or 


the lira may eventually be re- 
valued, 

Western Europe, in fact, has 
been existing on “make-believe” 
currencies — on artificial respira- 
tion—for many ‘months now. 
Somehow or other this expediency 
has staved off the day of reckon- 
ing, but that is all. Obviously 
this sort of desperate month-by- 
month and week-by-week mone- 
tary juggling cannot continue in- 
definitely, nor for any predictable 
length of time. Obviously bank- 
rupt governments (with repeated 
‘deficits, unrelieved shortages of 
coal and materials, and without 
anything approaching favorable 
trade balances) cannot avoid a 
final showdown, Whether it 
comes in one year or after a 
somewhat longer period cannot 
alter the acuteness of the eco- 
nomic crisis which must finally 
be faced, 

Many Billions Needed. 

When this much of the funda- 
mental European danger has been 
summarized we begin to see Eu- 
rope’s serious plight as it really 
is. In this over-all picture $300,- 
000,000 to Greece—with only half 
that amount designed for produc- 
tive reconstructive uses—takes on 
its true and minute proportions. 
It is already apparent that 
nothing less than a great many 
billions of dollars can pull west- 
ern Europe the major 
economic crisis which lies ahead. 
It becomes aqually apparent that 
nothing less than billions of 
American dollars will save west- 
ern European countries from 
sinking into a quagmire of des- 
pair, suffering and probable social 
upheaval. 

One way or another, America's 
role in preparing for and in meet- 
ing this war-spawned European 
economic hurricance will be de- 
cisive, Just how much the 
United States can do will require 
deep study. How to do it will re- 
quire much more, But here, be- 
yond question, is where the Tru- 
man Doctrine will collide joltingly 
against the economic facts of our 
postwar world. Having been 
spared all the agonizing jolts 
which Europeans—from the Brit- 
ish to the Greeks and Romanians 
have been taking for so long, 
we Americans, beyond question, 
cannot escape getting a pretty 
tremendous jolt at the final reck- 


oning. 
Taxes and Prices. 

At present perhaps the most 
necessary thing is for the Ameri- 
can. people to lose all illusions 
about Europe being “almost out of 
the woods.” And with that we 
need a nation-wide comprehension 
that the United States cannot hope 
to achieve any genuine stability at 
home until some important degree 
of economic stability has been re- 
stored in most of Europe. The 
condition of Europe is closely 
linked to our own chances of rea- 
sonable employment and prosper- 
ity. How far toward the extreme 
left European nations will go is 
also involved, very much so in 
the long view.

Removal of Tin, Rubber and 
Lead to America Charged 
by Laborite. 


TOKYO, May 17 (AP)—Supreme 
headquarters declined to comment 
officially today on a charge in the 
British House of Commons that 
the United States was acting “to 
some extent as a receiver of stolen 
goods in Japan.” 

One headquarters source said, 
however, that tin, rubber and lead 
had been sent from Japan to the 
United States and sold by the 
United States Commercial Co., 
with proceeds being placed in 
headquarters’ trust fund. 

The source added that he did 
not know whether the materials 
had come from British areas, nor 
did he know the tonnage.

30,000 RUSSIANS REPORTED

His personal conferences 
with Prime Minister Attlee and 
the British Cabinet followed dis- 
cussions between Mountbatten’s 
chief of staff, Lord Ismay, and 
the Cabinet ministers. 


Division Is the Issue, 


The issus is whether India is to 
be divided into separate Hindu and 
Moslem countries and, if so, how. 
For strategic reasons many Brit- 
ish officials still want a united 
India. If India breaks into frag- 
ments, according to reports of 
their views, all hope of stability in 
southern Asia will disappear. 

The Viceroy's staff is believed 
to be convinced that some kind of 
partition is inevitable. The Mos- 
lem League hasn't budged from 
its demand for a Pakistan home- 
land and Congress party leader- 
ship, barring Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
has accepted the idea. 


Both sides see prepared to 
fight, however, forſthe three prov- 
inces, Punjab, Bengal and sam. 

The Moslem League demands 
all of these provinces for its Pak- 
istan, while the Congress party 
insists on their. partition into 
Hindu and Moslem parts if India 
is to be divided. 


Pakistan Two-Fold Concept. 

What is Pakistan? That ques- 
tion can be answered in two ways. 
Basically, Pakistan is an idea— 
one that has swept through the 
Indian Moslem community like a 
prairie fire—that Moslems and 
Hindus of India are two separate 
nations, each deserving its own 
homeland, From another angle, 
Pakistan represents a proposed 
new country to be carved out of 
India for India’s Moslems. 

The arguments run this way: 

The Islamic faith has nothing in 
common with the many gods and 
caste system of Hinduism. Most- 
ly Moslems and Hindus dress, eat 
and keep house differently. Many 
read different books and speak 
different mother languages. ‘Gen- 
erally, Moslems and Hindus won't 
drink from the same wells. Their 
habits of worship, and even their 
system of medicine, differ. 

For all these reasons, they must 
be different nations. Some 90,000,- 
000 Moslems could never submit to 
living under a single government 
dominated by a permanent major- 
ity of more than 200,000,000 
Hindus. : 

Non-Moslem leaders have never 
accepted these arguments. 

The emphasis on religion in pol- 
itics is false, they assert, For hun- 
dreds of years Hindus and Mos- 
lems have lived peacefully to- 
gether in the same villages and 
towns. Trouble occurred only 
when fanatics whipped up the or- 
dinary people. 

Besides, the non-Moslems int 
out, nearly all Indian Mosle are 
descendants of Hindus who were

Every government department 
has its quota of Communists.

Their represent- 
atives occupy key positions 
throughout Italy. 

The Communist party is the 
only political organization which 
is well financed, It is in posses- 
sion of Mussolini’s secret deposits;

the German occupation, and of 
the Italian lire taken by Yugoslav 
Communists and now being sent 
back across the ‘frontier. High 
officials of the Italian govern- 
ment maintain that large sums 
also come directly from Moscow. 

Shrewd Red Leader. 

The Communist party leader, 
Palmiro Togliatti, is one of west- 
ern Europe’s shrewdest politicians. 
His party is well organized and 
increasingly well disciplined. In 
the recent elections in Sicily, tra- 
ditionally a conservative strong- 
hold, the Communist campaign 
was lavishly financed. The prop- 
aganda was highly effective. The 
results were conclusive, 

In Italy’s greater cities, such as 
Genoa, Milan, Turin and Florence, 
Communist headquarters have 
large quantities of arms at their 
disposal. It is not only a question 
of rifles and hand grenades. It is 
a question of machine guns and 
tanks. The national government is 
practically defenseless. It would 
be helpless in any concerted up- 
rising, and such an uprising is to- 
day feasible. The police forces 
are replete with former Fascists 
who have now, like most of Mus- 
solini’s minor officials, gone over 
to the Communist party, Only the 
Carabinieri could be counted upon 
in a national emergency and 
these, 
country, number barely 65,000.

Dilemma for America, 

If conditions within Italy are 
permitted to drift further, the

The democrats who still osten- 
sibly control Italy’s government 
cannot counteract the impact of 
Communist money, pressure and 
propaganda on an impoverished, 
hopeless and resentful population 
unless they are given material as 
well as moral support. If they are 
to preserve a liberal Italian democ- 
racy, such assistance must come 
from the United States. 


Italy’s agricultural exports to 
Central Europe represented 40 
per cent of her foreign trade. 
Those markets are now closed. 
She can no longer obtain in re- 
turn German coal for her industry. 
The balance of the foreign ex- 
change upon which Italy depended 
to pay for her imports of food and 
raw materials came from the tour- 
ist trade, from emigrants’ remit- 
tances and from her merchant 
shipping. All of these are dras- 
tically curtailed. Italy’s national 
deficit next year will be at least 
half a billion dollars. And Italy 
will have neither foreign resources 
nor credit. 


The relief which the Italians re- 
ceived from UNRRA is ended. Un- 
less the United States is able to 
provide Italy with a least $120,- 
000,000 of relief during the balance 
of this year, hunger and want will 
be acute. Communism will in- 
crease proportionately. 

Yet this is the moment the 
House has chosen to cut to $200,- 
000,000 the $350,000,000 requested 
by the Administration for foreign 
relief. (A House-Senate confer- 
ence committee since has agreed 
on the full $350,000,000.) 

Bank Credit Still Pending. 

The negotiations for release of 
an Export-Import Bank credit of 
$100,000,000 already earmarked for 
Italy still drag on. This credit 
would be devoted to such produc- 
tive and self-liquidating projects 
as hydro-electric plants and new 
industrial enterprises. The use of 
this credit would consequently re- 
duce unemployment and raise liv- 
ing standards, 

If such help as this were imme- 
diately forthcoming, the hands of 
the democratic leaders would be 
strengthened, and popular confi- 
dence in the value of Italy’s tra- 
ditional ties with the West would 
be increased, 

But what is equally imperative,

CUIDAD TRUJILLO, May 17, 

RESIDENT TRUJILLO, who 
P before the war donated his 

own land for a Jewish refugee 
colony at Sosua, on the north 
coast of the Dominican Republic, 
told me in an interview that his 
country is willing to take all the 
displaced persons who can fit into 
the republic's economy. 

The first group of D. P.s to be 
taken in, in Trujillo’s campaign to 
increase the population and pro- 
duction of the Dominican Repub- 
lic and shelter war victims, will 
be between 5000 and 10,000 Yugo- 
slavs. Most of them will come 
from Italian concentration camps, 
principally Eboli near Naples, 
though no date has yet been set 
for the departure of the first con- 
tingent. 

The President says he is not 
going to accept any Communist 
agents, so the Yugoslavs are be- 
ing screened in Italy. Constantin 
Fotich, former Yugoslav ..Ambas- 
sador to the United States, re- 
cently sentenced to death in ab- 
sentia by a Yugoslav court, heads 
the committee which has made 
the arrangements. 

New Communities Planned. 

Trujillo told me that it is 
planned to build a series of en- 
tirely new cities for the old-world 
colonists, in Cibao, near Luperon, 
in Constanza, and in the Haitian 
border region, 

Skilled tradesmen will be em- 
ployed in existing industries. In 
some cases personal grants will 
be made by the government to 
set up capable colonists in busi- 
ness for themselves. Teachers will 
get Spanish instruction and then 
be put on the government payroll. 
Similar treatment will be ac- 
corded physicians and surgeons, 
who are much needed here. 

Most of the expected D.P.s are 
farmers, however. For them Tru- 
jillo promises that his govern- 
ment will sell them the necessary 
farm land, to be paid for in 40 
years without interest and with 
the first payment the end of the 
fifth year. 

Free Transportation. 

Each person able to work will 
be granted 10 acres of land, neces- 
sary personal credit to purchase 
tools and seeds, and money to live 
on until the crops are harvested. 
This is to be repaid in five annual 
payments, with the first due the 
end of the third year. Transporta- 
tion from Europe is free. Timber 
to build homes is free; all the 
D.P.s have to do is build them. 


In addition, Trujillo says that}. 


Yugoslav D.P.s who produce pass- 
ports will receive a special Do- 
minican Republic protective pass-- 
port. In future they can become 
citizens of the republic if the 
desire. 

Trujillo told me freedom of re- 
ligion is one of the provisos of the 
arrangements. He has promised 
Yugoslavs of the Greek Catholic 
faith, for example, that they will 
be allowed to found their own 
churches here, and that he will 
bring over the priests; passage 
free.

-Constitution- 
ally, I do not think Ramadier 
could have acted otherwise unless 
he was to play straight into the 
hands of Gen. Charles de Gaulle, 
though Ramadier’s majority in 
the National Council of Socialists 
was very small indeed, It is good 
to note that, for the moment at 
least, the Communists have not 
gone into opposition. They had a 
real grievance in their complaint 
against the French Government's 
policy both in Indochina and Mad- 
agascar. But their conduct in 
Renault strike was irrespon- 
sible.

- | For many years com- 
munities thrnughout the United 
States have held annual celebra- 
tions to welcome to their civic 
fellowship those who have been 
maturalized during the year and 
those who have come of voting 
age. If all the speakers, pageants, 
narrators and cijations which 
have been a part of these celebra- 
tions could be brotght together, 
I keel certain that the theme 
would be words similar to those 
which head this statement. 


The demands upon good citizen- 
ship have never been so heavy as 
the period commencing 
with World War II. In 1940 the 
Congress authorized the President 
to proclaim a national citizenship 
day and since then the observance 
ef “I am an American day” has 
extended to more than 1200 com- 
munities which mark the occasion 
by sponsoring colorful and digni- 
fied ceremonies in honor of their 
new citizens. 

The contributions of our foreign 
born to the recent war effort, both 
at home and abroad, are symbolic 
of the fact that we are a nation 
of immigrants who have drawn 
rich returns from our foreign an- 
cestors. In this new postwar era, 
with its pressing problems of do- 
méstic economy and foreign rela- 
tions, no citizens, new or old, can 
escape the responsibility imposed 
on them by our form of govern- 
ment. 

Citizenship in the United States 
is a privilege which is especially 
prized by those of foreign birth.’ 
During the last nine years, two 
and a quarter million aliens have 
sought and obtained naturaliza- 
tion and in so doing have indi- 
cated their choice of this country 
as the place where they have the 
greatest opportunities 
anywhere in the world.

SIR FREDERICK 6. HOPKINS, 
Mum DISCOVERER, DIES 


LONDON, May 17 (UP) — Sir 
Frederick Gowland Hopkins, 86 
years old, who was generally cred- 
ited with the discovery of vita- 
mins, died at his Cambridge home 
yesterday. He won the Nobel 
Prize for medicine in 1929. 

His first published reports on 
food factors which »ecame known 
as vitamins were published in 
1905, The full results of his vita-

He is extremely interested in 
mobilizing the youth of the coun- 
try, especially with regard to re- 
construction programs.

U. S. Shipyards 
Stopping Work: 
Have No Orders 


Foreign Builders 
Step Up Output as 


try Dies Down.

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP). 


HE wheels of America’s great 
shipbuilding industry are 
grinding to a stop. 

American yards in the war built 


fleets in world history, but Mari- 
time day, next Thursday, will see 
them closing down by the dozen 
or eking out an existence by pro- 
ducing vending machines, odds 
and ends of machinery and 
gadgets to set up bowling pins. 
Neither private operators nor the 
Government is giving them ship. 
orders, — 

Foreign shipbuilders, meanwhile, 
are expanding their facilities and 
building ships as they never did 
before. 

Army and Navy authorities ex- 
press concern about the effect of 
this on national defense. They 
say shipbuilding facilities are 
needed as never before in case 
of emergency. 

Cite Position of U. 8. 


They point out that the United 
States is up to its neck in mili- 
tary and economic commitments 
all over the globe; that it has a 
new position as a world power 
and a new policy of accepting a 
major share of responsibility for 
maintaining peace throughout the 
world; that small peoples in far- 
off lands are depending on the 
United States for assistance, and 
that world peace is on a some- 
what shaky basis. 

At present we have enough 
ships. We are short on the pas- 
senger type of vessel, and the 
shipping men consider our mer- 
chant fleet out of balance in 
some other respects. But we can 
get along with what we have for 
a few years. We have sold to for- 
eigners only 831 of the 5944 vessels 
we owned at wartime peak. 

But ships grow obsolete fast, 
and year after year more and 
more of these craft will be out- 
classed by fast, efficient, modern 
vessels which foreign builders will 
launch. Eventually they will all 
have to be replaced. If the ship- 
yards go to ruin and their staffs 
of skilled technical men enter 
other industries, they could be re- 
established only at great cost in 
money and time. 

Of the approximately 125 yards 
which built seagoing vessels dur- 
ing the war, H. Gerrish Smith, 
president of the Shipbuilders’ 


are now engaged in merchant ship 
construction and only five are 
building naval vessels. 

Forty-three merchantmen and 
six dredges are being built. By 
the end of the year all of these 
will be completed except two, on 
which work will end early in 1948. 
Eleven Navy ships are under con- 
struction, Smith added. Two will 
be completed this year, seven in 
1948, two in 1949. 

About half the personnel of the 
shipyards are doing repair work 
or conversion of war-built vessels. 
This conversion work will taper 
off this year and be entirely dried 
up late in 1948, says James L. 
Bates, director of the technical 
department of the Martime Com- 
mission. 


America’s present meager con- 
struction program calls for build- 
ing 400,000 deadweight tons of 
shipping by 1950, which is about 
what Sweden and The Nether- 
lands are producing. 

According to V. Adm. W. W. 
Smith, chairman of the Martime 
Commission, we are now doing 
only 5.8 per cent of world ship- 
building. Great Britain and Ire- 
land are doing 54.3 per cent, 


When present construction pro- 
grams are completed, the National 
Federation of American Shipping 
estimates the world’s merchant 
fleets will be somewhat smaller 
than in 1939, but on account of 
increased speed and efficiency will 
have the same carrying capacity. 
The United States by then will 
be a little better off than in 1939 
but will ve a less modern fleet. 
than Great Britain's. 

Private Operators Cautious. 


The reason our shipbuilders are 
net getting orders is that private 
operators are skittish about in- 
vesting now in view of the stiff 
competition that the new, modern 
foreign fleets will offer them in 
two or three years. 


Foreign lines could always buy 
ships and operate them for about 
half what our own shipping lines 
paid. American operators seem 
dubious about the advantage of- 
fered through the subsidies pro- 
vided in the Merchant Marine Act 
of 1936, 

Nearly all the operators are 
making big profits in the offshore 
trade today, because they have 
the shipping field pretty much to 
themselves. They are expecting 
the worst when normal conditions 
return. 

Both Government shipping men 
and private operators seem con- 
vinced there will be no major 
revival of shipbuilding unless the 
Government places the orders or 
subsidizes them. 

The Maritime Commission has 
limited funds and is planning to 
place a few minor orders shortly. 
But its chief hope now is in two 
programs that it outlined recently 
to the President’s advisgry com- 
mittee on the Merchant Marine. 

Under one program it would im- 
mediately have 116 ships con- 
structed, 31 or them passenger- 
cargo, in order to bring the mer- 
chant fleet into balance. 

Then it proposed a 25-year pro- 
gram. The first 10 years 250,000 
deadweight tons would be con- 
structed annually. The next 15 
years 640,000 deadweight’ tons 
would be built each year, % 

In each of the final 15 years 
the shipbuilding industry would 
turn out about what it did in 
1940, when it was healthy and

in Roaring ’20s. 


NEW YORK, May 17 (AP) 

NE night 20 years ago, it sud- 
Oran became so quiet at the 

Sharkey-Maloney fight in the 
Yankee Stadium you could almost 
hear a flask drop. 

The crowd of 40,000 straw- 
hatted men and short-skirted 
women stood up and prayed, 

The man they were praying for 
was the same man about whom 
the New York Times had 10,000 
anxious telephone calls in 11 
hours. He was the same man 
30,000 Frenchmen stood waiting 
for near Paris. 

Finally, among the Frenchmen 
studying the sky, someone heard 
a motor. Someone fired rocket 
flares, and 500 feet up, the glare 
revealed the frail underbelly of 
the “Spirit of St. Louis.” 

Very soon, millions were repeat- 
ing, as though they were cate- 
chisms, the _ salient facts of 
Charles Augustus Lindbergh’s solo 
flight across the Atlantic. He 
was the first to make it alone and 
he did it in 33 hours, 29 minutes. 
He won a $25,000 prize while his 
rivals waited in New York for 
better weather. 

Much has happened in the air 
since then to obscure the im- 
portance of Lindbergh’s flight. 
Today commercial airliners regu- 
larly make the.same trip in 12 
hours. But it is doubtful whether 
any hero since then has captured 
the imagination of the world by 
a single act the way the slim, tall 
“Lone Eagle” did it 20 years ago. 

Daring Act, Mood of 1920s. 

Historians agree the sensation 
Lindbergh made resulted from a 
combination of the daring act 
itself and the mood of the 
twenties, a time of many heroes 
of varying talents and virtues. 

It was a time when it seemed 
the country had only two classes 
of people: Bootleggers and their 
customers, It was the time of 
the soaring big bull market, hot 
jazz, raccoon coats, the Charleston 
and a generation which F. Scott 
Fitzgerald said was “grown up 
to find all gods dead, all wars 
fought, all faiths in man shaken.” 

There were flagpole _ sitters, 
marathon dancers, cross-country 
walking races, channel swimmers, 
the Sacco-Vanzetti executions and 
college Bohemians who drank tea. 
The flapper mothers of today’s 
bobby-soxers had barely recovered 
from the death of Rudolph Val- 
entino; the crowd waiting to see 
his body on public display on 
Broadway had stretched 11 blocks 
long. 

Time of Great Champions. 

It was the time of the great 
champions—Babe Ruth hit 60 
home runs that year. Five radio 
listeners died of heart attack dur- 
ing the “long count” at the sec- 
ond Dempsey-Tunney fight. Red 
Grange, Bobby Jones, Big Bill Til- 
den and Tommy Hitchcock ruled 
their respective roosts and a 
“handy guy named Sande was 
bootin’ a winner in.” 

There was the Snyder-Gray 
trial, covered by such special 
writers as David Wark Griffith, 
Peggy Hopkins Joyce, Will Du- 
rant and Billy Sunday. Calvin

Then came the Nor- 
mandy coast and in the darkness 
he was guided by beacons along 
the London-Paris air route, the 
searchlight on the Mount Valeri- 
an Fortress and finally by the 
lights of the Eifel Tower and the 
flares at Le Bourget airfield. 
Rousing Receptions. 

Then came the receptions: Dec- 
orations and kisses from the Pres- 
ident of France, the shouts of hun- 
dreds of thousands in the streets 
of Paris, Brussels and London and 
formal welcomes by the Kings of 
Belgium and England, 

President Coolidge sent the 
cruiser Memphis to bring the hero 
and his plane home. Near the 
Virginia Capes, the Memphis was 
joined by four more cruisers, six 
destroyers and a flotilla of planes. 
Awaiting Lindbergh were more 
than 52,000 telegrams sent to him 
in care of President Coolidge. One 
wire from Minneapolis signed with 
17,500 names made a scroll 520 
feet long. 

The flyer and his mother rode 
in triumph through Washington, 
preceded by a cavalry escort and 
trailed by four large mail trucks 
carrying more than 500,000 air- 
mail letters of congratulations. 

Then came New York, and the 
big town blew its top.

Good Results 

With Syphilis 
Study Shows Treat- 
ment Is ‘Satisfac- 


tory in 75 Per 
@ Cent of Cases.

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP). 
TWO-YEAR study of penicil- 
A lin treatment of syphilis indi- 
cates it gets “satisfactory” re- 
sults in 75 per cent of the cases 
treate 8 

This“ report by Dr. Margaret 
Merrell covers 15,000 cases in 36 
clinics scattered throughout the 
United States. The study is sup- 
ported by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service. 

In an interview Dr. Merrell said: 

“The message I want to get 
across to the public is this—the 
sooner treatment is started, the 
better the chances are that peni- 
cillin will help a syphilis patient. 

“All of our studies show that to 
be the case.” 

Dr. Merrell is on the staff of the 
school of hygiene and public 
health at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, Baltimore, where a study of 
the United States penicillin-sygh- 
lis stetistics is being made. 

Here are her conclusions: 

1. About 75 per cent of syphilis 
patients treated with penicillin 
are without any symptoms of any | 
kind 18 months to two years after 
treatment. 

This doesn't mean all are “cured.” 
There is some evidence that re- 
lapses are occurring, although it 
is difficult to distinguish between 
relapses and new infections. 

Oll-Beeswax Treatment. 

2. It is too early to reach defl- 
nite conclusions concerning re- 
sults from penicillin administered 
in peanut oil and beeswax. Dr. 
Merrell says it appears to be as 
effective as penicillin dissolved in 
water. The oil-beeswax treatment 
has this advantage: Patients do 
not have to enter a hospital, but 
may go to a clinic or doctor's of- 
fice for a giant dose, perhaps once 
a day. Other methods may re- 
quire hospitalization with shots 
every few hours. 

3. Penicillin treatments complet- 
ed in four days appear to be as 
effective as smaller doses spread 
over a period of two weeks. 

4. And 1,200,000 units of penicil- 
lin appear to be the number re- 
quired for a course of treatments, 
Smaller amounts decrease results. 
Increasing the amount doesn't 
seem to help. 

At a meeting of the syphilis 
study section of the Public Health 
Service, a group of doctors study- 
ing penicillin treatments for syph- 
ilitic pregnant women reported: 

In three years, out of 94 cases, 
89 living infants were born. Only 
two of the 89 children showed 
symptoms of syphilis. Thus be- 
tween 97 and 98 per cent of nor- 
mal children were born when peni- 
cillin was administered to moth- 
ers during pregnancy. 

This is a project of the Health 
Service and the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Doctors from the health service, 
Johns Hopkins and the Reynolds 
Research Laboratory, University 
of North Carolina, reported they 
produced syphilis in rabbits by the 
introduction of a single syphilis 
organism in the annimals, They 
said:

WORLD TRADE REVIVING 
SLOWLY DESPITE POLITICS 


‘Leaks’ Have Developed in Iron Curtain — 
European Railroads Moving More 
Traffic Than Before War. 


By SIGRID ARNE ä 
WASHINGTON. May 17 (AF) — 
There are signs that the world's 
traders may beat the world's poli- 
ticlans to the goal of a stable 


peace. 
Right now politics and trade 
seem hopelessly tangled, particu- 
larly in Europe. There is prac- 
tically no international] private in- 
vestment because the money-lend- 
ers are uncertain how the politi- 
cally restless nations will settle 
down. Most countries have to buy 
important machinery in the 
United States, and they're short 
of American dollars. 
Several nations are using their 
monetary systems for political 
purposes, so the value of their 
money is uncertain. And when 
money is uncertain, traders are 
cautious. 
The traders say “If the govern- 
ments would settle down, we could 
get moving.” Politicians 
say “If we could just get produc: 
tion going, the governments would 
settle.“ 
The climax of the international 
griping came with the recent Mos- 
cow meeting. The United States 
and the Soviet Union accused each 
other of causing a stalemate on 
the future of Germany and Aus- 
tria. In Korea the two nations 
haven’t gotten together either. 
But there is a trickle of good 
news, Merchandise is ignoring 
the political bickering, ignoring 
the Capitalist-Communist fence, 
ignoring frontiers. 

Leak in Iron Curtain. 
Reports that trickle into the 
Commerce Department show that 
the so-called “iron curtain,” which 
presumably cuts Europe in two, 


* 


is leaking badly. And important 


areas in the Pacific are about 
ready to climb back on the trad- 
n 7 merry-go-round, 

ere are some of the bright 
spots: 
„1. Poland is» an important 
source of coal, and the world is 
short of coal. At first, most of 
Poland’s coal had to go to Rus- 
sia under a trade agreement. But 
ix months ago Russia released 
half of its “take.” This made it 
possible for Ppland to sell coal in 
western Europe. That mea 
Poland could earn the money of 
other nations and could begin to 
buy elsewhere than in Russia. 
Now Poland's trade has loosen- 
od up so much that Poland has 
just signed a trade agreement 
with the British. The British will 
send Poland cotton, machinery 
and chemicals. It will send back 
a long list that includes Eggs, 
berries, sugar, mushrooms, furni- 
ture, porcelain, some textiles and, 
later, zinc. : 
Czechoslovak Trade Balance. 
2. Czechoslovakia, which started 
out shipping vast amounts to Rus- 
sia, now has this balance for its 
own exports: 12 per cent goes to 
Russia and 88 per cent to other 
nations. 
3. The Philippines are getting 
around to such a healthy selling 
position that it won’t be long be- 
fore they are a good bet for for- 
eign investors. So says a Com- 
merce Department official. 
4. The East Indies—JavaX Su- 
matra, and Borneo—from which 
we once bought a good many 
necessities, have had such “an 
orderly little revolution” (as the

are about to settle down enough 
to make hard-and-fast trade com- 
mitments. When that happens, 
says a government expert, they 
will also be good bets for private 
investment. 

5. Last year Europe's railroads 
moved more goods and people 
than before the war. And it was 
done with very much less rolling 
stock. 

How? Everybody got together. 
The co-operation grew out of 
those dreary years of exile when 
men from all over Europe sought 
refuge in London. Exiled cabinet 
ministers then plotted a share- 
and share-alike program, once the 
war ended, so that all Europe 
could get going at an even pace. 

Just about that has happened 
on a voluntary basis, Govern- 
ments made decisions on just how 
many boxcars, how much coal, 
electricity, gas, there were to go 
around. Then they shared them 
proportionately. ä 

They did it for coal through the 
European Coal Organization. Eu- 


rope has been getting coal from 


Britain (which is producing more 
than prewar), Germany, France, 
Poland and the United States. The 
coal-owning nations could have 
monopolized their supplies. But 
the coal was shared, with no no- 
ticeable advantage for any single 
nation. 

Wide Distribution of Power. 

They did it for electricity and 
gas by setting up European 
“grids.” Power and gas come 
from only a few spots on the 
European map. But they have 
been pumped all over on a shar- 
ing basis, through government 
agreements, 

For example, big European 
power sources are near the Ger- 
man-Italian border and in Austria. 
Power has been sent from there 
all over Europe. Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, presumably in the 
Russian orbit,“ belong to the 
grids. | 

And, just to put frosting on the 
cake: 3000 trains crossed Germany 
every month last year, right 
through the iron curtain. 

The Europeans are going to try 
to solidify this co-operation for 
the future. The new economic 
commission for Europe will meet 
in Geneva to lay more plans for 
reconstruction. The United States 
will sit in. 

This doesn't mean, Government 
éxperts say, that Europe's trou- 
bles are over, that it won’t need 
more American dollars, that Eu- 
rope will go back to laissez-faire 
capitalism, that the United States 
will stop bucking the spread of 
Communism, : 

But it can mean this, the ex- 
perts say: 

1. Europe is already living under 
various forms of Socialism, but if 
trade continues to grow there is 
less danger that the contingent 
will turn to Russian type of Com- 
munism, 

2. It will probably mean that the 
free enterprise of the United 
States will have to learn to buy 
and sell with a mixture of Govern- 
ment-owned and privately owned 
concerns, ä 

3. That can be done, providing 
the world’s workers stay on the 
job at wages high enough to buy 
what there is to buy.

NEW YORK, May 17 (AP)— 
Serge, Helen and Lidia Galkin sat 
in a shabby, mid-town hotel room, 
eating 2 breakfast of bread and 
milk. They were happy, relaxed 
and smiling. 


“You will see in one year from 
now we shall be very American,” 
Serge said, “more American than 
most of these people that are 
born in this country.” 

By tacit agreement, Serge was 
doing the talking because his 
precise English was a little more 
Avent than that of his women- 
folk. Helen, his wife, watched 
her husband's face as he talked. 
Lidia, his sister, listened al- 
though her eyes were fixed on the 
skyline of New York. 

“When I worked with the Amer- 
jeans in Dachau after the libera- 
tion of that camp, I can see every 
day with these Americans the wav 
that is democracy,” Serge said. 
“Everyone can sav to the other 
persons whatever is in the mind 
and without fear. 

“It is the same thing that makes 
me so happv here in America. 
And you will see that in one 
year’s time we shall not have the 
language trouble, which we have 
learned originally from a book.” 

Helen nodded vigorously. Lidia 
emiled in agreement. Together 
they were facing a bright new 
world after what seemed a life- 
time of war, torture and hunger. 

Full of Melodrama. 

Three lucky ones among the 
thousands of Europe's stateless, 
these young people had been in 
New York a matter of days when 
they made application for their 
first papers. Citizenship is top- 
most on their minds, even ahead 
of the all-important business of 
planning the whereas and hows of 
starting their new lives. 

The paths that the three Gal- 
kins traveled to the United States 
is full of melodrama and horror— 
no different in essence than the 
stories of thousands of others. 


1939. He was beaten, tortured, 
starved and worked like an ox 
in a series of German prisons and 
concentration camps until General 
Patton's third Army liberated the 
notorious Dachau camp on April 
29, 1945. Serge then weighed 110 
pounds. : , 

elen lived with her Jewish 
family near Warsaw, Poland. With 
her family she was arrested and 
sent to Hassak camp. The others 
went to the gas chamber. Helen 
remained alive because she was 
strong and could work—building 
roads for the Germans. 

Little Lidia was trapped in Ber- 
lin during the war because she 
had gone there from Riga when. 
news came of her brother's ar- 
rest. 

Helen was liberated by the 
Americans at Dachau, the last of 
a series of concentration camps. 
She met Serge in the camp, Later 
they were married. Lidia found 
her brother through UNRRA. 
Serge was working for an intelli- 
gence unit of the Amy. 

They came to America under 
the spohsorship of the American 
Christian Committee for refugees. 

Worked With Americans. 


Americans in Germany and I com- 
pare them again and again with 
the Gestapo—who I know so well,” 
Serge continued. “That is why 1 
am sure of what is democracy and 
why I shall be such a good er- 


ican. 

“We, Helen, Lidia and I are 
hopeful. That makes possible 
many things we could never do 
in Europe. Perhaps I get a job 
like I had in Europe, But until 
this, Helen and I work with an 
American family: she in the kitch- 
en, I am a chauffeur. That way 
we will have our living and build 
up money. Lidia has already a 
place on Park avenue caring for 
the little children of some rich 
people. 

“But in Europe this is not pos- 
sible. One can never rise above 
one’s employment there. In Amer- 
ica it is a proud thing to start

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The Navy is fighting another 
battle, a battle to take the Navy 
to thousands of communities which 
have never heard the roar of a 16- 
inch rifle. 

This coming week from coast to 

coast the Navy will broadside its 
Naval Reserve program from the 
press, radio and speaker’s rostrum 
es Operation Naval Reserve. On 
Sunday, May 25, Naval Reserve 
day will be marked by admitting 
the public to Navy shore installa- 
tions and Navy ships which are 
in port. 
What is the Naval Reserve? It 
is a civilian Navy which would be 
able at the drop of an atom bomb 
to don the scarfs, blouses and 
bell-bottom trousers of the regular 
Navy. 

Today 716,397 officers and men 
constitute the Naval Reserve. 
They are divided into two main 
groups, the Organized Reserve and 
the Volunteer Reserve. Authorized 
present strength of the Reserve is 
1,155,663. 

300 Training Centers. 

Focal points of the Naval Re- 
serve and 300 Naval Reserve 
training centers, located through- 
out the country. It is here, at 
armories far removed from ship 
or water, that the Organized Re- 
serve, and if they wish it the Vol- 
unteer Reserve, acquire their 
Navy savvy. Each armory is a 
complete technical school in itself. 

Members of the Organized Re- 
serve must attend 48 “drills” a 
year of two hours each, For each 
drill period they attend they re- 
ceive one full day's pay. 

Drill periods are taken up with 
work in the armories. Reservists 
study radar and other electronic 
equipment, work in machine 
shops, study gunnery and the like. 
Naval Reserve centers are 
hooked in with the Navy’s vast 
communications network, and or- 
- ganized reservists practice voice 

and code with Navy stations scat- 
tered all over the world. 

Once each year organized re- 
servists may take a two-week, ac- 
tive-duty cruise, with full pay, on 
a regular Navy ship or on one of 
the 171 ships assigned exclusively 
to the reserve. 

Air Reservists’ Program. 

Naval air reservists follow the 
game program as surface units, 
except that not all will get carrier 
duty at sea during the two-week 
cruise. Those who don't will spend 
two weeks at one of the 22 naval 
air training units. Organized into 
air groups, squadron and mainte- 

nance groups, they will fly under 
stimulated carrier conditions. 

Sub-surface units take their ac- 
tive-duty period either at sea in 
fleet submarines or at one of the 
big Navy submarine stations. 

Volunteer reserves get no pay. 
They are for the most part men 
and women who live too far away 
from reserve training stations to 
attend drills. 

“Home study courses” is the 
Navy's solution to teaching vol- 
wnteer reserves something about 
the Navy. These courses are real- 
ly correspondence courses and 
cover such diverse subjects as 
welding, aviation, specialties, elec- 
tronics, navigation, etc. 

Cruises Possible. 

However, volunteer reservists 
maye take two-week cruises (with- 
out pay) if they want to and if 
space is available.

ships of all kinds. This fleet, now 
“in moth balls,” cost 11 billion 
dollars to build and is being proc- 
essed for rust and decay protec- 
tion at a cost of $100,000,000. 


The Navy has always had a re- 
serve component,t but nothing like 
the size of the one planned today. 
The last war showed the Navy 
that its reserves were just.as vital 
a part of the service as its regu- 
lars. Reservists outnumbered reg- 
ulars by 10 to 1. 


The Navy knows it took lots of 
time to arain its reserves and get 
them in fighting trim. It doesn’t 
want to have to waste that time 
again. 

Navy spokesmen point out that 
new weapons may eliminate the 
time margin the United States 
had for training in the last war. 

A certain number of enlisted re- 
servists each year will receive ap- 
pointments to the Naval Academy, 
a move which points up the Navy’s 
desire to erase the differential be-

O jook at the fumbling old 

man who shuffles about in his 

job as night watchman in a 
lumber yard, you would never 
suspect that he was once tall, 
handsome and distinguished, that 
he had traveled widely—even 
though usually followed by a 
posse—and that he had left his 
fingerprints in some of. the best 
police stations in the world. 


Hall is his name, Edward Law- 
rence Hall. This story is not about 
him, however, except for the part 
he had to play in a mystery which 
has baffled the police for 20 years. 
The story is really about a girl 
named Eugenia Cedarholm, who, 
back in 1927, joined that shadowy 
circle of persons who suddenly 
disappear, seemingly from the 
face of the earth, and are never 
seen or heard from again. 

In the classic mysteries of fic- 
tion it is usually the lodger who 
vanishes, But in Eugenia’s case, 


it was the landlady. 


They called her Genie. She had 
a lovely figure, light brown hair, 
and eyes as blue, shining and cold 
as polished steel. She also had an 
affinity for characters who were 
being hunted by the police, and 
who sometimes died full of bul- 
lets. 

Genie’s father, August, was a 
staid shoe manufacturer of Marie- 
holm, Norway. Her mother, Inge- 
born, brought Genie to the United 
States when she was a baby, leav- 
ing the father in Norway. 

Ingeborn went into the business 
of running New York rooming 
houses, and did very nicely, al- 
though her clientele could hardly 
be called exclusive. Detectives 
often came to the houses—but 
they never stayed the night. For 
many of the Cedarholm lodgers 
an alternate address was Sing 
Sing-on-the-Hudson. But Inge- 
born Cedarholm thrived, and 
eventually she bought a four-story 
dwelling at 338 Schermerhorn 
street, Brooklyn, 


Genie was very popular at the 
age of 25. She had a good many 
admirers, but she had trouble 
keeping them because of their un- 
fortunate habit of dying suddenly 
at inconvenient times. 

There was Edward Jerge, a 
crafty young man who was called 
the “dope king” of the eastern 
seaboard. They were often seen 
together in the best speakeasies of 
that period, 1926-27. One day 
Jerge was riding with a girl in 
In Herald 
Square another car pulled along- 
side their sedan, there was 
volley of shots, and Jerge w 
killed, . 

She had another friend, Jameg 
Brown, whom police called “the 
handsome burglar” and who was 
traced to the Schermerhorn ad- 
dress after his escape from a 
Pennsylvania prison. 


Then there were John Henry 
(Scarface) Spencer, who was exe- 
cuted by underworld enemies in 
Brooklyn, and Jerry Daniels, one 
of Jerge’s drug gang, who wan 
murdered in Atlantic City. They 
liked Genie, too. 

Genie’s mother, Ingeborn, died 
in the summer of 1927, and Genie 
inherited the estate, which was 
considerable, and included large 
bundles of cash, Shortly after her 
mother’s death, Genie got a new 
boarder, His name was Edward 
Lawrence Hall. He was tall, gray- 
haired and distinguished in ap- 
pearance, 

In his late 50s, he was old 
enough to be Eugenia’s father. 
Eugenia fell in love with him at 
first sight and spent so much of 
her time with him that neighbors, 
seeing them together so frequently 
on the streets, began to eye them 
suspiciously and to talk. 

Perhaps Genie thought he'd be 
more durable than the younger 
lodgers. She was right. Edward 
Hall is still around, but Genié has 
been missing for 20 years. 

After her mother’s affairs had 
been settled, Genie and the elderly 
but handsome Hall went on what 
their friends thought was a honey- 
moon, They left the rooming 
house, and rented a cottage at 
Freeport, Long Island. They 
turned over the management of 
the rooming house to Mrs; Adolph 
Carson, on a rental basis. 

Two months later Mrs. Carson 

received a letter directing her to 
vacate the Schermerhorn street 
house, and turn over the keys to 
a Mrs. Alexander Reid. The let- 
ter was signed by Genie, but con- 
siderable doubt exists that her 
signature in this, or later commu- 
nications, was genuine.

In 1932 Hall asked for an in- 
terview with the District Attor- 
ney. He said he and Genie had 
fled from the Freeport cottage be- 
cause “the dope runners were 
after us.“

ENIE, he said, “knew too 
much.” She had been forced to 
go into hiding. He still con- 
tended her hiding place was Flor- 
ida. He still wouldn’t- give the ad- 
dress. He still loved her, he said. 
If found, she’d be killed. So they 
sent him back to jail. 

Genie was declared legally dead, 
after being missing for seven 
years, in accordance with the laws 
of New York State, on Nov. 11, 
1934. Her father came from Nor- 
way and eventually the estate was 
awarded to him, including the $60,- 
000 the city paid for the rooming 
house, 

‘On July 3, 1944, Hallk—now bent 
and old—was paroled, He was pa- 
roled and fogotten. 

He was forgotten until the night 
before Christmas, 1945. He was 
wandering along the Bowery, the 
thoroughfare which for so many 
leads to the cemetery no matter 
in which, direction they walk. He 
stopped a man and said he wanted 
to “make a connection to buy a 
gun.” He seemed quite frightened. 

The man turned out to be De- 


tective Thomas Bannon and, of. 


course, Hall was arrested, charged 
with violation of parole and re- 
turned to prison, 

He was released again early in 
1946 and now holds a job as night 
watchman in a lumber yard. 

As for Genie with the light 
brown hair and the steel blue 
eyes, she may be anywhere. She 
might be in the center of a con- 
crete block sunk in the Hudson 
River—which is the way the 
gangsters of the '20s permanently 
rid themselves of persons they 
considered “dangerous.” Or she 
may be in Florida, as Hall has 
always insisted, selling orange 
juice at a roadside stand, growing 
azaleas, working behind a res- 
taurant counter—or perhaps run-

@ OUB JOURNEYINGS IN SEARCH of wildflowers, dog- 
wood and redbud and picturesque scenes took us way back into 
the deep Ozark hollows. The newer roads—and particularly 
those which traverse the National Forests and are used as fire 
trails—ride the high ridges and do not offer much in the way of 
scenery except for an occasional vista of distant mountains or a 
view of a steep hollow lined with dogwood blossoms. Drop 
down off those ridge roads, however, and you immediately find 
yourself in a new world. One by one, during recent days, we 
have traced out the headwaters creeks of a dazen Ozark 
streams. The roads we followed aren't easy on the car, but they 
are richly rewarding. Moreover, before I climb over somebody's 
fence even for so harmless an errand as to photograph a wild- 
flower, I want the owner of that fence to know what I’m doing.

When she called recently at the 
White House, he laid aside the 
cares of state and chatted of Kan- 
sas City experiences and personal- 
ities.

Miss 
Sullivan told the writer she found 
the President wore the same size 
hat as when his political horizon 
ended at the county line. 

“It was the thrill of a lifetime,” 
she said, “and I was awe-stricken 
at what he represented. Think of 
it, the President of the United 
States talking to me in the same 
old homey fashion as when he 
used to drop in at the Baltimore 
Hotel for lunch.” N 

She began cashing his checks 
in those days, when he would 
make arrangements for occasion- 
al reunions of his World War 
I Army division or plan luncheons 
for the county court. Miss Sulli- 
van recalls him as “invariably 
modest, dignified and  well- 
dressed,” the same in general ap- 
pearance and manner as today. 

When the Baltimore closed in 
1938, just 10 years after Miss Sul- 
livan got her first job there, start- 
ing as secretary to Barney Allis, 
then president of the hotel com- 
pany, she came to the Morrison 
as the first women credit mana- 
ger of a big hotel in the country. 
From the first, she said, she was 
given a free hand by Leonard 
Hicks, general manager of the 
Morrison and president of the 
American Hotel Association. 

True to his loyalty to the old 
home town, President Truman, 
then Senator Truman, wrote Miss 
Sullivan before the 1940 Demo- 
cratic convention that, although. 
headquarters had been established 
at another hotel, he would bring 
the Kansas City delegation to the 
Morrison, because she worked 
there. Later, when he headed the 
Truman Committee, he. always 
wired her for reservations.

WASHINGTON, May 17. 


T HE gentlewoman from Cal- 


ifornia, Helen Gahagan Doug- 

las, is less remarkable for the 
job she has done as a Democratic 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives than for the fact that 
she is in Congress at all. 

A handsome woman of 46, who 
lists her profession as stage star 
and opera singer, she once earned 
in a few weeks what she now 
makes in a year ($12,500 plus a 
tax-free $2500 for expenses). She 
has carried over into politics a 
yeasty personality and a generous 
nature. Her contributions and un- 
paid personal appearances last 
year are reported to have raised 
her expenditures to two or three 
times her salary. 

With the departure into private 
life of Representative Clare 
Boothe Luce, Mrs. Douglas has 
become the top glamour girl of the 
House. A voice from the opposite 
political pole, that of leathery 
Representative Hoffman of Mich- 
igan, has been heard proclaiming 
her “‘a lovely, lovely lady of great 
intellectual, attainment.” 

This need not be interpreted as 
an unalloyed compliment. Hoff- 
man is spokesman for a faction 
that often has felt Mrs. Douglas's 
scorn, In her battle for price con- 
trol, adequate housing and rent 
control, she has consistently fol- 
lowed the Democratic line — 
blaming the Republican party for 
the high cost of living. 


With her gift for dramatiza- 
tion, Mrs, Douglas appeared in 
the House not long ago carrying 
a basket of groceries and a list 
of comparative prices showing 
how the cost had gone up. She 
said, “I would like to place this 
basket where it belongs—squarely 
in the lap of the Republican 

rty.” 

After her prepared speech she 
engaged in a colloquy on the floor 
that illustrates at once her im- 
passioned faith in her cause, her 
apparent distaste for orderly de- 
bate and the advantage an at- 
tractive woman can command in 
her dealings with a group of men 
whose age averages 51 years. 

The argument was with Repre- 
sentative Keefe, Republican mem- 
ber from Oshkosh, Wis., who had 
been trying to interrupt for 20 
minutes. The Keefe-Douglas de- 
bate went something like this:

She has been compared political- 
ly with Henry A. Wallace, whose 
appearance of shy sincerity some- 
times disguises the fact that what 
he is saying often is quite vague. 
Mrs. Douglas’s hearers occasional- 
ly are carried away by a speech 
which, on morning-after analysis, 
turns out to be misty. 

Although her stage and operatic 
activities had made her name well 
known, she did not come into na- 
tional prominence in politics until 
1940 when she made numerous 
speeches in California for the 
Roosevelt-Wallace ticket and went 
to the national convention as a 
delegate. At the 1944 convention 
she led the movement among 
western delegates for Wallace. 

Mrs. Douglas's interest in social 
welfare and minority groups is an 


expression of the polyglot district 


she represents but in which she 
does not live. Her residence in a 
more fashionable neighborhood 
has caused her opponents to call 
her a carpetbagger, but it’s all 
legal in California. That she rep- 
resents her people effectively is 
attested by the fact she was sent 
back to Congress for a second 
term despite the fact that during 
the campaign period it was neces- 
sary for her to devote most of her 
time to an assignment as alternate 
on the American delegation to the 
United Nations Assembly.

N her district are Negroes, Ital- 
| sans, Mexicans, Jews, Slavs and 

Chinese, and she keeps them 
all in mind. Last year she pre- 
pared and had inserted in the 
Congressional Record a 54-page 
report intended to answer those 
who had criticized the record of 
the Negro as a soldier, When a 
New York Daily News columnist 
attempted to blame transfer of 
the late Gen. Patton from com- 
mand of the Third Army on a 
Jewish “plot,” she commented, 
also in the Record, that it “is so 
shocking and so contrary to Amer- 
ican journalistic practices as to 
raise a doubt whether it does not 
encourage the very type of think- 
ing which the Nazis hope to im- 
plant here with their propaganda.“ 

Subsequently she was named 
“Woman of the Year” by the New 
York chapter of Hadassah, wom- 
en’s Zionist organization, “not be- 
cause of her great talent as an 
actress nor as a concert singer, 
but rather because she is a great 
humanitarian.” 

She is one of the few members 
ef the House who had the cour- 


age to criticize the House Military 


Affairs Committee for its arbi- 
trary limitation of hearings on the 
so-called May-Johnson atomic 
bomb bill. She demanded the 
hearings be reopened “so the 
American people can hear from 
the schentists“ and she permitted 
the scientists, who were then pret- 
ty well lost in Washington, to use 
her offices. 

The chairman of that commit- 
tee was the autocratic Andrew J. 
Maygformer Democratic Congress- 
man from Kentucky, who later 
went to trial in United States Dis- 
trict Court here on charges of 
bribery and conspiracy in connec- 
tion with war contracts. 

Mrs. Douglas was characterized 
not long ago by a Washington cor- 
respondent of the Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal as a “left wing Demo- 
erat,“ which seems to be a fairly 
apt description. She was elected 
with the support of the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations and 
left-wing groups and has spoken 
before a committee of the Na- 
tional Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship. This is an organiza- 
recently named by Pravda, the 
Communist party newspaper, as 
a haven for many sincere 
friends” of the Soviet nUion.

her feeling toward Communism, 
Mes. Douglas smiled and replied: 

“You see my gray hairs; the 
Communists put them there.” 

If she has any gray hairs, they 
are difficult to find. 

About a year ago she delivered 
in the House a 30-minute speech 
entitled My Democratic Credo. In 
it she rebuked those who apply the 
loose label “Communism” to every 
proposal designed to make democ- 
racy an instrument to satisfy 
popular needs. 

J am jealous for democracy,” 
she said. “I do not like to see the 
things that democracy can accom- 
plish credited to Communism. 
Through the years democracy has 
given the people of the United 
States more freedom and a high- 
er standard of living than any 
other system that we know—and 
it has done so with less inequity, 
less persecution, less infringement 
on the rights of free thinking, free 
speech and free action than under 
any form of government anywhere 
else in the world. I do not want 
the things that democracy has 
done ascribed to anything other 
than the democratic process.” 


She added that she did not think 
Communism in Russia need pre- 
vent international co-operation in 
building the peace any more than 
it prevented international co-oper- 
ation in winning the war. 

In a recent hearing before the 
House Foreign Affairs committee, 
of which she is a member, she told 
Dean Acheson, then Under Secre- 
tary of State, she thought the Tru- 
man Administration was by-pass- 
ing the United Nations in its 
$400,000,000 aid proposal for Greece 
and Turkey. She said the problem 
of Greece should be separated 
from that of Turkey and that the 
United States will be “culpable be- 


fore the world” if we do not insist 
that Turkey take to the United 
Nations Security Council the ques- 
tion of whether Russia is putting 
pressure on Turkey. 


Mrs. Douglas, whose great- 
grandfather, the Rev. William 
Harrison Gahagan, was one of 18 
founders of Dayton, O., has said 
that she had a life-long interest 
in politics. When she was a little 
girl, her father, a wealthy Boon- 
ton (N. J.) contractor, took her 
to see the House of Representa- 
tives from the gallery. 


“In my childish way,” she re- 
calls, “I thought to myself how 
wonderful to be a member of the 
Congress of the United States—to 
speak for the people, to be a part 
of the people’s government.” 


She attended private schools 
and Barnard College, New York, 
and achieved fame as an actress 
and singer long before she again 
felt the call to be a part of govern- 
ment. The depression served to 
reawaken her interest in social 
and political problems. She be- 
came active in WPA work and she 
and her husband, Melvyn Douglas, 
the actor-producer, met and vis- 
ited the Roosevelts. From state

Mrs. Douglas doesn’t participate 
extensively in the social life of 
Washington. She has two chil- 
dren, Peter, 12, and Mary Helen, 7, 
and spends her spare time with 
them. Her husband is co-producer 
of a musical] revue, “Call Me Mis- 
ter,” now running in New York 
and Detroit. 


So far, she has been successful 
in most things she has tried, and 
she says she is in politics to stay.

about a specialist (it would 
have to be nothing less than a 
specialist, who makes a bid for 
new business by announcing that 
al’ but one of his last 20 ulcer 
patients (stomach, peptic, gastric, 
duodenal ulcer, that is) have been 
cured within one or two months 
by daily hypodermic injections of 
water. The specialist explains that 
ulcers are not healed by diet alane, 
nor by injections, but because of 
the patient's confidence in his 
physician, etc., etc. 

The story reminds me that a 
couple other remarkable cures for 
stomach ulcers have been ex- 
ploited recently—two at least, but 
I can’t remember now just what 
they—oh, yes, one is a bit of cro- 
chet work on some of the sympa- 
thetic nerves and the other is vita- 
min Bl (thiamine) therapy. 


but tre Hypodermic injections of 
distilled water—that may be all 
right for a London “specialist” but 
it seems pretty childish, doesn’t 
it? Can ulcer patients in England 
be so naive that the doctor must 
administer a placebo hypoder- 
mically in order to gain their con- 
fidence? 


It all treatment of stomach ulcer 
or stomach ulcer complex there is 
one catch which, apparently, a 
g00d many physicians as well as 
their patients too often forget, 
namely, that it is the natural 
course of the disease to be active 
and troublesome for a while and 


then to be comparatively quiescent 
or untroublesome for a while— 
periodic phases, somewhat like 
undulant fever. 


THUS IF A NEW remedy or 
diet or other measure happens to 
be tried at the right time, the 
quiescent interval that follows is 
likely to be credited to the new 
treatment; or the recurrence of 
trouble is as likely to be blamed 
on the treatment. 


Even the selection of a diet for 
the ulcer patient is by no means 
the fussy problem we formerly 
made.of it. I mean it is not a 
question of allowing the patient 
to eat this and that and forbidding 
the patient to eat ether things.

"West felt that five diamonds, 
not vulnerable, should be cheaper 
than permitting the opponents to 
play their vulnerable four-spade 
contract, and inasmuch as he 
went down only one trick against 
the defense that was offered, felt 
that he probably had taken a 
“top.” Examination of the North- 
South hands convinced him that 
four spades, or even five, was 
virtually a laydown. He was told 
later, however, thaat many of the 
South players “guessed” the heart 
finesse wrong. 

Let us consider how much of 
a guess the heart finesse really is 
at the spade contract. The open- 
ing lead, of course, is the diamond 
king, followed by the ace. South 
ruffs and lays down. the spade 
king, West descarding a diamond. 
East has no reason to hold up the 
ace; he wins and leads his dia- 
mond. Declarer again ruffs, and 
is ‘now on an equal trump basis 
with East. He cannot draw the 
trumps since he may lose the 
heart finesse and East may have 
another diamond. But surely 
there are not two ways to take 
the heart finesse. If declarer loses 
the heart queen to East while a

The Meaning 

Of the Term 
‘Briticism 

By Frank Colby 


HENEVER the term Britic- 
WI appears in this modest 

space, a few readers are sure 
to howl at me for baiting the Brit- 
ish, sowing the seeds of discord 
between “our British cousins” and 
us, and almost every other form of 
naughtiness except presiding over 
the liquidation of the British Em- 
pire. 
I have explained before, and feel 
that I must explain again, that 
the word Briticism is entirely 
free from any meaning or conno- 
tation that might be thought of as 
uncomplimentary or antagonistic. 
Nor have I ever used it in any 
such sense, 
Let's take a look at the diction- 
ary. Merriam Webster's defines 
Briticism as: “A linguistic usage, 
word, phrase, or idiom pécullar to 
Great Britain or characteristic of 
the British, especially as not cur- 
rent in the United States.” There 
is no other implication whatever. 


are Briticisms. This would be an 
accurate statement of a linguistic 
fact, which might well be followed 
by the statement that the spelling 
“aluminum” and the pronunciation 
“a-LU-min-um” are Americanisms.

Fa 
THERE ARE countless differ- 
ences between British and Ameri- 
can idioms. Here are a few word 
pairs, the first of which are Britic- 
isms, the second are American- 
isms: torch, flashlight; treacle, 
molasses; Father Christmas, Santa 


Claus; biscuit, cracker; monkey 
nut, peanut; dust bin, garbage 
can; righto, Ok; Bank holiday, le- 
gal holiday; guard, conductor; 
Petrol, gasoline; gaol, jail; tin, 
can; “the: 8 are” “the 
government is.” j 

In British usage a billion is a 
million millions, or one followed 
by 12 ciphers; the American bil- 
lion is 1000 millions, or one fol- 
lowed by nine ciphers. 

There are many spelling Brit- 
icisms: “kerb” for curb; “tyre” 
for tire; “speciality” for specialty: 
‘aeroplane” for airplane; “labour, 
humour, colour, odour,” etc., for 
labor, humor, color, odor. . 
The Briton speaks of two de- 
grees of frost,” while the Ameri- 
can says that it is two below 
freezing. “Holidays” is a Brit- 
icism equivalent to the American 
term “vacation.” The English- 


man lives “in” Blank street; the 


American lives “on” Blank street. 
The Briton’s pie is filled with 
meat. If fruit is used, the term 
is “tart.”

IN SHORT, the suffix -ism, as 
any good dictionary will attest, 
means simply, “a characteristic or 
peculiarity of; of or pertaining 
to.” “This is seen in such familiar 
words as Catholicism, liberalism, 
realism, Methodism, baptism, col- 
loquialism, etc, 

The language of America is not 
determined nor influenced by 
British usage. The two streams of 
English have not been interrelated 
for more than three centuries, My 
purpose in pointing out that cer- 
tain expressions and pronuncia- 


{tions are Briticisms is to assist 


my readers in avoiding speech 
mannerisms that are not good 
American usage, and which, there- 
fore, may be looked upon as af- 
fectations. 

This I shall continue to do. And 
I ask my readers to please not 
look under the bed for. something 
that isn’t there. 

The way the British talk is their 
business. The way Americans talk 
is my business and your business. 
An Americanism is not degraded, 
corrupt, not dialectal English. It 


is simply American; and that 

should be good enough for all 

of us.

TRAWBERRIES are to most 

people the epitome of all that 

is luscious and ‘beautiful in 
fruits. In most sections of the 
country the fresh strawberry sea- 
son is here, in others it is just 
around the corner. ‘So it ds high 
time for homemakers to decide 
whether or not to preserve some 
of the fruit for enjoyment in the 
between sedson months. This de- 
cision includes the method of pres- 
ervation and the quantity they can 
afford to preserve, 

Those who have freezing facili- 
ties—commercial freezing lockers 
nearby or home freezing unitse— 
can preserve strawberries more 
nearly resembling the fresh prod- 
uct than is possible by any other 
method. But when berries are 


{canned or preserved with care and 


intekigence, they will be welcomed 
with enthusiasm. Here is a de- 
scription of how to freeze or can 
strawberries that should give you 
highly satisfactory results. 


Freezing Strawberries. 

Six quarts strawberries and four 
cups granulated sugar. Suitable 
berry varieties: Chesapeake, Cul- 
ver, Catskill, Red Heart, Dunlop, 
New Jersey, Senatér, Dorset, Path- 
finder. a 

Use only fully ripe, firm, bright- 
ly colored berries for the best 
frozen product. Sort carefully, 
discarding all soft or otherwise 
Including less 
perfect fruit is unwise economy 
of time, labor, and packaging and 
storage costs. Wash in ice water 
by swishing Berries through 
water, lift them out with out- 
stretched fingers. Drain. Re- 
move caps from drained berries 
and slice in half directly into a 
shallow glass bowl or tray (one 
pound to four pounds fruit). | 
Sift sugar over each layer of 
fruit. Always weigh or measure 
sugar accurately. Lift berries with 
a spatula or scoop and fill 
through a wide-mouthed funnel 
into moisture-vapor-resistant con- 
tainers.

HE Symposium of Music 
Criticism held recently at 
Harvard University was a 
“feast of reason” with the critics 
relegated largely to the not un- 
pleasant function of consumer. 
They may not have liked what 
was cooked up in every case, but 
they swallowed it and digested it 
as well as they could. To the 
degree that the prescribed diet, 
with its rich substance of knowl- 
edge and its volatile elements of 
wit and irony, has been assimi- 


lated, the critics will be better 
men. Such at least is the hope. 

The Symposium was presented 
under the auspices of the Harvard 
Music Department and was made 
possible through the generosity 
of Mrs. A. W. Erickson, the 
Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge 
Foundation, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Nicholas Brown, Walter Piston, 


and the Niemati Foundation for 


Journalism, It was the first 
event of its kind in the United 
States. In years to come it may 
be regarded as the occasion when 
American music criticism—as dis- 
tinguished from New York and 
Boston criticism—came of age. 

Of all the speakers who 80 
generously unpacked their minds 
during the symposium, none was 
more effective in touching the 
imaginations of his hearers than 
E. M. Forster, the British novelist, 
author of “Passage to India,” 
“Howard’s End” and other books, 
whose cultivation of music is 
wholly unprofessional. How the 
sponsors of the symposium found 
out about this side line was not 
disclosed. Apparently it was not 
common knowledge even in Eng- 
land, for it had been exercised 
discreetly as some men grow 
strawberries or dahlias. In any 
event it was a fascinating dis- 
covery.

Not that Mr. Forster’s main 
thesis was unassailable. On the 
contrary, it was challenged openly 
by another speaker and privately 
by several musical pilgrims who 
mulled it over in the lobby of the 
Sanders Theater during intermis- 
sions. What was unassailable, 
however, was the delightful and 
allusive quality of his expression. 
Even if one had disagreed alto- 
gether, one would have still been 
tempted to say: “If contact with 
music can produce that sort of 
excitement of the mind then music 
is worth the major energies of any 
man.” 

In attempting to expose the 
“Raison d' Etre“ of music criti- 
cism, Mr, Forster was convinced 
that it could awaken interest, 
stimulate production and elevate 
standards but he was not content 
to justify such a complex and 
stubborn institution merely on the 
grounds of public utility. 


What he sought to do, in the 
main, was to locate the meeting 
place of the acts of creation and 
criticism and observe the methods 

which these two functions for- 

fied each other. But it was a 
vain quest. There was no meeting 
place. The two functions moved 
in orbits that lay close together 
but never touched. It was im- 
possible for the critic to have any 
true understanding of the creative 
act; the creator didn’t understand 
it himself. He simply “lowered a 
bucket into the subconscious” and 
what came up was as much a sur- 
prise to him as to any other. 

As for surprise, it was the ele- 
ment in art that gave it its luster. 
The critic should know a piece of 
music inside out but still be sur- 
prised. This was a counsel of 
perfection but one which nobody 
could reject.

Dr. Edgar Wind, a philosopher 
of art and a deft operator with 
his second language (he was born 
in Austria) took issue flatly with 
Forster on the question of crea- 
tion and criticism. His subject 
was “The Critical Nature of Art.” 
He contended that art was criti- 
cal not only of human scene but 
of itself. Creation, he said, was 
part critical and criticism part 
creative and the two functions did 
meet sometime in the same per- 
son. Dr. Wind’s engaging habit of 
tossing off provocative aphorisms 
was entertaining but it was not 
until it was all over that one 
realized he had raised more ques- 
tions than he had answered. 

The persuasiveness of art, he

said for instance, could be a. dan- 
ger. Dangerous to what? To 
peace of mind, to established 
criteria of. action, to the public 
safety? If the latter, what sort 
of safeguards should be provided? 
These questions he left for his 
listeners. 


The persuasive power of art was 
so great, he said; that it could 
sometimes fasten on the public 
mind a notion whose error was 
only ‘equalled by its seeming in- 
destructibility. As a result of the 
brilliant verses of an Italian poet, 
who opposed the House of Borgia 
for political reasons, it was now 
generally believed that Lucrezia 
Borgia was an intriguer, a mur- 
deress and a moral pervert. Act- 
ually she was a very constructive 
character, Dr. Wind claimed; the 
only thing against her was a rath- 
er colorless personality. 


I am informed by authorities in 
the field that Dr. Wind's exculpa- 
tion of this cherished villainess is 
by no means generally supported. 
Some scholars still hold that the 
lady was something of a tramp.

Roger Sessions, the American 
compoger, who spoke on “The 
Scope of Music Criticism,” urged 
a closer sympathetic understand- 
ing on the critic’s part with the 
spirit of our own’ times, Olga 
Samaroff, the nationally known 
pianist and pedagogue, who did 
n stretch as a music critic some 
20 years ago, advocated for the 
critic a greater constructiveness 
in relationship to the whole body 
of music. Virgil Thomson, critic 
of the New York Herald Tribune, 
outlined a procedure for critics to 
follow in evaluating a new com- 
position. Mr. Thomson had no 
quarrel with any sort of opinion 
the critic might express, provided 
it was based on an appropriate 
corpus of knowledge. The critic, 
however, had an obligation to de- 
fine a work in terms of its style, 
its language and its apparent 
meaning. 


Dr. Paul H. Lang of Columbia 
University, who himself has suf- 
fered the abrasive side-swipes of 
certain New York critics, veiled 
his contempt for journalistic crit- 
ics behind a disarmingly polite ad- 
dress. In essence, he said that 
critics didn’t know enough, did 
not attempt to repair the defects 
in their knowledge and did not 
use such power as they had to 
war against the evil effects of 
commercialism and artistic phil- 
istinism. The evils of which he 
spoke obviously exist. Critics 
could certainly do more to expose 
the tendency to keep the repertory 
limited to “Fifty Pieces” (Virgil 
Thomson’s phrase) and relieve the 
pressure managers exert upon 
strictly artistic procedures. 


Otto Kinkeldy, a musical his- 
torian, made the interesting ob- 
servation that music history had 
just reached the point where it 
could be organized on a completely 
documentary basis. This was made 
possible by mechanical reproduc- 
tion which made it possible to 
preserve not only the music itself 


but its manner of performance. 


* * * 


Any one of these papers would 
justify an extended discussion, 
since all of them raised pertinent 
questions and offered copious jus- 
tification of the viewpoint ex- 
pressed. But even the time al- 
lotted at the symposium for this 
purpose did not permit more than 
a cursory re-examination. Ques- 
tions, submitted in written form, 
were answered by the speakers as 
completely as possible. But there 
‘vas no give-and-take between 
floor and platform, possibly be- 
cause the audience was composed 
of many others besides critics— 
Harvard students, faculty mem- 
bers from associated departments 
and other interested observers— 
who were not concerned with the 
practical problems of journalistic 
criticism. A _ free-for-all might 
have easily gotten out of hand. 

The papers were also addressed 
primarily to the esthetic basis of 
music criticism and the considera- 
tion that should be given acts of 
creation. Admittedly these are 
the most important aspects of mu- 
sic criticism but the fact is that 
90 per cent of a newspaper crit- 
ic’s time is concerned with the 
evaluation of performances most- 
ly of known works. This phase 
of the grand subject was given 
only passing mention. 


Perhaps a more ample consider- 


ation may be extended to jour- 


nalistic reviewing at the next ses- 


sion. As it was, the symposium 
can be regarded as a complete 
justification of the effort and ex- 
pense that went into its planning 
and execution. 
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The disclosure of new music 
composed for the occasion was, 
in itself, a highly rewarding 
experience for all who heard it. 
The Walden String quartet played 
three new works by Walter Piston, 
Arnold Schoenberg and Bohuslav 
Martinu which, to say the least, 
deserve considered evaluation, The 
same may be said of the new chor- 
al works by Aaron Copland, Paul 
Hindemith and Francisco Mali- 
piero, performed with such clarity 
and tonal luster by Robert Shaw 
and the collegiate chorale and the 


inew ballet .by William Schumah, 


danced by Martha Graham and 
company. 

Undoubtedly these works, with 
the possible exception of the 
Schoenberg Trio, will be disclosed 
ta the general public, Schoenberg’s 
disposition of astringent sonorities 
and vestigial Central European ro- 
manticism is not for every mar- 
ket. Piston and Martinu offered 
soundly made quartets. Martinu's 
scoring was so persuasive in its 
close integration and its progres- 
sive forward motion that one was 
persuaded but reluctantly that the 
smoothly operating conveyor belt 
had little to convey. Others may 
have different opinions. 8

Its up to the individual 
members to awaken to the scien- 
tific truth that Jesus taught and 
proved. 


Materialism and mental science 
worship have failed, the most 
radical ideas in the world today 
are the principles Jesus taught 
and proved.

PAPER COVER FIRM T0 GET 
BOOKS OF BRITISH PUBLISHERS 


(Copyright, 1947, reren News Agency.) 

LONDON, May 17—Representa- 
tives of five leading British book 
publishers have just set their 
names to a remarkable agree- 
ment. They have agreed to turn 
over all their books, after the 
first editions, to the large firm of 
paper-cover. publishers, Penguin 
Books, and to forego bringing out 
extra editions. For this surrender 
of publishing sovereignty, Pen- 
guin Books will permit the initial 
publisher's name to appear on the 
title page of each of the. paper- 
covered editions. 


This agreement, unprecedented 5 — 


in British pubiislung, is a des- 
perate answer to the worsening 
paper shortage here. Book pu 
lishers hitherto have been limited 
to amounts of paper equivalent 
tog70 per cent of their 1938-39 
consumption. 

Thus, the stricken subiithers 
have turned to the only ample 
source of paper available, the 
paper-cover firm, which has a 


lhigh quota because its chief re- 
prints were being reproduced in 
record amounts just befcre the 
outbreak of war.

Stephen Greene, Washington 
University instructor, whose first 
one-man show in New York will 
end next Saturday, has had his 
work reviewed with respect and 
praise by Art News, national 
monthly magazine.

He described the present cost of 
shipping machinery to Alaska, 
and paper to the states, as pro- 
hibitive. Sundborg, though, has 
said he believed the increased vol- 
ume of traffic once mills are in 
production would help to reduce 
present high transportation costs. 

Krug estimated that—in the face 
of shipping, labor and townsite 
problems—it would require three 
years to complete construction of 
a paper mill. He predicted that 
the territory’s timber resources 
could support as many as six 
mills, each with a 600-ton daily 
output of newsprint, without ever 
being exhausted. 

The supply of suitable types of 
timber is tremendous. The largest 
forests are in the southeastern 
section, in the Juneau and Ketchi- 
kan areas.

ATCHING wits with fish is one of 

man’s oldest and fondest pursuits. 

In several thousand years since in- 
vention of the hook, the only important 
changes in fishing have been in the ang- 
ler's own feeling about it. He co a 
the finesse to meet wile with guile, then 
imposed elaborate conditions on himself to 
keep the contest on even terms. 

To catch small game fish, the angler 
must be subtle, cunning and patient. He 
need not have a couple of hundred dollars 
worth of equipment and specially designed 
clothes, but fishermen immersed in their art 
take pride in having the best, and a lot 
of it. The fly rod, for example, may be 
simply a bamboo whip. The angling vir- 
tuoso will have none of this. His rod is a 
slim hexagon, made of bamboo split into 
triangular lengths and skillfully glued to- 
gether. Most tie their own flies. A few 
are able to make their own rods and 
landing nets. They are the peerage. 

There are some such advanced fish- 
ermen in the new Missouri Trout Fisher- 
men's Association. About 75 members re- 
cently assembled at headwaters of the Cur- 


rent River, in Montauk State Park, for a trout 


derby. The event was partly to call atten- 
tion to the group's official objectives—pre- 
serving forests, expanding fish propagation, 
establishing good relations with farmers 
along streams. Visitors, most of them from 
St. Louis, also tried their skill. 

To this end, 218 rainbow trout weigh- 
ing three to six and a half pounds each 
were dumped into the river. Conditions 
were not of the best. The water was dirty, 
not of that ideal state fishermen describe 
as gin-clear. Only nine trout worthy of 
contest consideration were taken in a morn: 
ing of busy casting. The heaviest was less 
than half as big as the smallest one put in 
the water that morning. The sulking hatch- 
ery trout ignored the most alluring lures.

River Boat Sent From California 
To Go on Mississippi-Ohio Run 


s ~~ * 


Mural at top of stairway on Delta Queen is reminiscent 
of her lighthearted heyday, when she was known as 
“the world’s largest river boat.” 


HE Delta Queen, once the most luxurious river boat west 
of the Mississippi, was on a 5000-mile ocean voyage 
last week. Stripped of her paddle wheels, her sides 

crated for protection against high seas, she was being 
towed stern foremost from Antioch, California, to New 
Orleans, by way of the Panama Canal. The 285-foot stern- 
wheeler is to be refitted, put on a Mississippi River pas- 
senger run between New Orleans and Cincianati next year. 

Trip is the second ocean voyage for the Queen. Her 
steel hull was built in 1924 in Scotland, shipped in sections 
to be assembled and engines and superstructure installed 

ct Stockton, California. She was known as the million 
dollar” boat because of her murals, hardwood interiors, 
green plush salon. For almost 20 years she carried crowds 
on moonlight excursions on the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers. 

During the war, the Queen, most of her ornate fittings 
removed, was used as a floating Navy barracks. Last win- 
ter Greene Line Steamers of Cincinnati bought her for 
$46,250 from the War Assets Administration, to use on the 
Mississippi and Ohio run.
